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Chapter 1. Introduction 


This book is the result of a research project which sought information about the ancestors of my 
sixth great-grandmother, Sarah/Sally Rynes/Ryons, who married Lemuel Perkins in Sumner 
County, Tennessee in 1811. DNA matches with descendants of her brother, Patrick Ryons/Ryan 
Jr., provide evidence that her father was Patrick Ryan Sr, a resident of Surry County, North 
Carolina in 1800. After a year of research on Ryans from Virgina, Maryland and North Carolina, | 
have made minimal progress on this line (see Chapter 11). 


However, all is not lost. While looking for those illusive ancestors, | have learned much about 
several other Ryan lines, most with roots in Virginia. Some of my findings are in conflict with 
information found in published genealogies and online family trees. One notable error that is 
repeated in many sources is the assertion that Philip Ryan, who married Jane Bullington in 
Goochland County, Virginia in 1751, is the same man who married Elizabeth Mills there in 1766. 
These are two different men, one covered in Chapter 2 and the other in Chapter 4. Other 
discrepancies will be noted as they are encountered in the text. 


| have tried to back up many of my findings with citiations to court records, deeds, probate records, 
marriage records, cemetery records, tax lists, land grants, census records and other official county, 
colonial, state and federal records. | am grateful to the LDS Church for making many of these 
records available for free to anyone who has a computer with internet access. For most LDS 
citations | have supplied the LDS film number and image number(s) for easy access to the 
digitized records. 


In some cases | have made assumptions about parent-child relationships, usually based on close 
geographic proximity. | have tried to make a note of these, but undoubtably have missed noting 
some of them. | have also tried to point out when a record might be associated with a different 
person with the same name living in the same area. In short, | have tried to make this work as 
error-free as possible. Indeed, one of my primary purposes in publishing this is to correct errors 
that have appeared in the genealogical literature over the years. But | realize that a work of this 
size cannot be entirely free of errors. | welcome comments and corrections, but will only consider 
corrections that are based on sound documentary evidence. | must warn you, though, that time is 
of the essence. | turned 75 years old in 2022. 


Each chapter is organized as follows: 1) An introduction that attempts to show how the Ryan line 
covered in that chapter may connect to Ryans presented in other chapters; 2) A table, with 
hyperlinks, showing lines of descent from the earliest known ancestor down to descendants who 
were born around 1850 (it being hoped that census and other family records can be used to join 
these descendants to more recent generations); 3) Detailed information about each descendant; 
and 4) Information about spouses and other people who are not direct descendants. The detailed 


information section includes 1) The gender and parents of the individual; 2) Lineage from the 
earliest ancestor; 3) Names of spouse and other family members; 4) Details of the individual's 
birth, marriage(s), death and burial if available; 5) A biography of the individual (only included for a 
very few people); 6) Alternate names that may be associated with the individual; 7) Other notes 
and a sequence of events associated with the person; and 8) A list of citations relevant to that 
individual. Details about shared events are repeated for each individual associated with the event. 
This accounts in part for the length of the book, but makes the timeline information easier to follow 
than when using hyperlinks to jump back and forth between shared events. 


Images of relevant documents, maps, etc. are included for some of the events. They are grouped 
together in the Exhibits section. These can be accessed by clicking on the small camera icons that 
follow the text for such events, or by entering the Exhibits section from the Table of Contents. | 
have tried to limit the number of these images, since images of many of the relevant documents 
can be accessed by entering the film number from the appropriate citation at 
https://www.familysearch.org/search/catalog/. 


Finally, this book was generated by computer from a database, which explains the repetitiveness 
of the text. This is not to blame the database software (Roots Magic) or the publishing software 
(Gedcom Publisher), but rather speaks to my limited ability to make the most of them. Hopefully 
you can focus on the information presented rather than the sometimes awkwardness of the 
presentation. 


| sincerely hope that the information contained in this book will help others as they search for 
information about their Ryan ancestors. Best of luck in your search.

Chapter 2. Descendants of Philip Ryan & Mary 
Whitehead 


One of the oldest and best known Ryan families in Colonial Virginia is the family of Philip Ryan 
and Mary Whitehead. Philip was born in County Limerick, Ireland and came to Maryland as an 
indentured servant in 1683. Upon completion of his service he settled in Gloucester County, 
Virginia, where he met and married Mary Whitehead. They probably had a large family as was 
common at the time. However, we know only of three sons: Whitehead, Peter and Philip. The 
family moved to King and Queen County in the portion that later became King William County. 
Early deeds, court records, and probate records of King William County were destroyed by fire. 
Consequently, we know very little about Philip and Mary, not even when they died. 


More is known about Richard Whitehead, father of Mary. Since there are many Ryan descendants 
from this line, | have included additional information about Richard and his family in Chapter 3. 


The current chapter provides information on many of the early descendants of Philip and Mary. 
Much is known about the descendants of their son, Philip. Less is known about the descendants of 
their son Whitehead. Essentially nothing is known about the descendants of their son Peter. He 
may be the father of Philip Ryan, the subject of Chapter 4. 


Descendants of Philip and Mary tended to remain in the South for many generations. Many 
remained in Virginia or West Virginia. A few moved to Missouri and Ohio, but the vast majority 
ended up in Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, South Carolina and Arkansas.

Philip Ryan was born in 1662 in County Limerick, Ireland. 


Marriage: 
Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead were married about 1689 in Gloucester County, Virginia. 


Death: 

Philip Ryan died after 24 April 1703 in King William County, Virginia. There are no records of 
Philip's death. Probate and other public records for King William County before 1885 were 
destroyed by fire. Philip died after 24 Apr 1703, but may well have lived decades longer. It is likely 
that Philip and Mary raised more than the three children normally attributed to them. 


Biography of Philip Ryan: 

It has long been held that Philip Ryan of King & Queen County emigrated from County Limerick, 
Ireland to Maryland in 1683. He is likely the same person as Phillip Ryan who signed a five year 
indentured servant contract on September 4, 1683 to work on the plantation of John Galwith, of 
Calvert County, Maryland. He signed the indenture document in Middlesex County, England (serial 
number A326, now renamed No. 125) as "Phillip Ryan." It was witnessed in London by James 
Galwith and Adam Turner. Ryan was listed as being 21 years old, so would have been born in 
1662. Another indentured servant, Henry Sutholk, 15 years old, also began service with John 
Galwith on the same day for 6 years. 


Ryan is said to have immigrated on the ship Merryland or Maryland, although | haven't been able 
to verify this. If Philip served his entire five years, he would have remained with Galwith until 1688. 
Galwith was probably not an easy man to work for. He had significant marital difficulties while 
Ryan and Sutheth worked on his plantaion. Galwith had thrown his wife, Jane, and their child out 
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of his house in 1684. Jane applied to the county court for relief, and. the court ordered Galwith to 
pay her 2000 pds tobacco for her maintenance. The next year she applied again and the court 
ordered Galwith to pay her 3000 pounds per year. Galwith appealed and in 1689 had the judment 
overturned. 


After finishing his servitude, Ryan moved to Virginia, probably Gloucester County, where he met 
Mary Whitehead. They were married about 1689 and moved to King and Queen County before 
1698. Mary's father, Richard Whitehead, was a wealthy landowner who had secured patents for 
lands totaling thousands of acres. On 12 Aug 1698 Whitehead gifted 600 acres to his son-in-law, 
Philip Ryan, and his grandson, Whitehead Ryan. This plantation was located in that part of King & 
Queen County that became King William County in 1702. Philip died there some time after 24 Apr 
1703, when his land was mentioned in the deed of a neighbor. Early records of King William 
County were destroyed by fire, so documentation is scarce. 


Philip and Mary Ryan probably had several children, but only two have been documented: 
Whitehead (born about 1690) and Philip (born about 1697). Some genealogies also list two other 
children: Sexton Ryan and Peter Ryan. However, the Douglas Register shows that Sexton Ryan 
and Philip Ryan, son of Philip and Mary, died on the same day. Saint James Northam Parish 
records show that Philip Ryan was in fact a Sexton of St. John's Church for over twenty years. 
Thus, Sexton Ryan and Philip Ryan were the same person, and the term Sexton was a title, not a 
name. 


A Peter Ryan was present in Goochland County in 1748, but very little is known about him. Peter 
witnessed a deed of gift from Philip Ryan (son of Philip and Mary Whitehead) and his son Philip 
(grandson of Philip and Mary). Although Peter could have been a son of Philip and Mary, without 
additional evidence, he could just as easily have been a son of Whitehead or Philip Ryan. 


However, there is evidence that Philip and Mary, had at least one more son in addition to Philip 
and Whitehead. Whitehead and Philip each had sons named Philip. But a third Philip, who 
appears in Goochland and Louisa County records, also appears to be a grandson of Philip and 
Mary. More about this Philip, who married Elizabeth Mills, will be found under Philip Ryan (1740- 
1802). He may have been a son of Peter Ryan. However, there is only scanty evidence that Peter 
is a son of Philip and Mary, and no evidence that this third Philip is a son of Peter. More research 
is needed here. 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Immigration, 4 September 1683 

Philip Ryan immigrated on 4 September 1683 to Maryland. The Middlesex Registers, created by 
the London Metropolitan Archives, contains information of all indentured servants who left from the 
port of Middlesex, England from 1682-1685. The original records can be found in the Middlesex 
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Guildhall, in England. A Phillip Ryan is documented to have become an an indentured servant to 
John Galwith, planter, of Maryland on September 4, 1683. The indenture was signed in London, 
shortly before Ryan immigrated to Maryland. 


Serial number on document: MR/E/125 (formerly A.326). 

Apprentice Age: 21. 

Signed the Indenture: Phillip Ryan. 

Name/Address/Occupation to whom apprentice was bound: John Galwith of Merryland, Planter. 
Ship Name: Merryland. (haven't been able to confirm this) 

Date Indenture Signed: 4th September 1683. 

Witnesses: James Galwith; Adam Turnbull. 

Magistrate: Thomas Smith.<1, 2, 3> 


Note: Philip was an Indentured Servant. 

Philip Ryan and Henry Sutheth were indentured servants working for John Galwith, planter, of 
Culvert County, Maryland. Both men signed indentured servant contracts in London on 4 Sep 
1683. Philip, age 21, signed a contract for five years. Henry, age 15, signed for six years. 


Galwith was probably not an easy man to work for. He had significant marital difficulties during the 
period that Ryan and Sutheth worked on his plantation. Galwith's wife, Jane, filed a lawsuit against 
him, stating that she and her child were thrown out of her husband's house because "false, evil 
and scandelous reports were raised and spread abroad against her by some malicious persons, 
her neighbors and others." She, in June term 1684, applied to the county court for relief. The court 
ordered her husband to pay her 2000 pds tobacco for her maintenance for the year. After the year 
was over, she requested help once again from the court. The court odered John Galwith to either 
take his wife back into his home or pay her 3000 pds tobacco per year. Galwith appealed in 1689 
and the judgement was reversed. 


By that time Ryan had completed his service and had moved to Gloucester County, Virginia.<4> 


Philip Ryan and Sexton Ryan are the same person. 

Some family trees include Sexton Ryan as a child of Philip Ryan and Mary Whuitehead. There is a 
record of the burial of Sexton Ryan in the Douglas Register. However Sexton Ryan was buried on 
the same day as Philip Ryan. The two entries are made on separate pages in the Douglas 
Register. The Goochland County Virginia Episcopal Church Vestry Book 1744-1860, St. James 
Northam Parish, shows that Philip Ryan was Sexton at St. John's Church from 1745 until his death 
in 1764. Sexton Ryan was the same person as Philip Ryan. "Sexton" was a title, not a name.<5, 
6> 


Land Transaction involving Richard Whitehead, 12 August 1698 
Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead and Whitehead Ryan were mentioned on 12 August 1698 ina 
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land transaction involving Richard Whitehead at St. John's Parish in King and Queen County, 
Virginia. Deed of Gift, Richard Whitehead of Glouster Co and Parish of Abington to my beloved 
Sunn-in-Law and grand-sunn Philip Ryan and Whitehead Ryan of King and Queen County ... in 
consideration that Philip hath married my eldest daughter Mary, one tract of land containing 600 ac 
in the County of King & Queen and in the Parish of St Johns on the main run or River of Matapony. 
The original deed contains the seal of Richard Whitehead. The deed book in which this was 
recorded was burned in a courthouse fire, but the original deed exists.<7, 8> 


Land Sale by Philip Whitehead, 24 April 1703 

Philip Ryan and Richard Whitehead, Elizabeth wife of Philip Whitehead, and Mary Whitehead 
were mentioned on 24 April 1703 in the sale of land by Philip Whitehead in King William County, 
Virginia. Deed, Philip Whitehead, Gloucester County, Petsworth Parish to Richard Yarbrough, 200 
ac in King William County, part of a patent of 5000 ac patented by Richard Whitehead, granted by 
his last will and testament to mee, bounded by Sampson Darrell, running thence along Ryan's 
back line ... signed Phil. Whitehead. Eliz'a, wife to the sd Philip Wh,itehead relinquihes her right to 
dower. 


"Ryan's back line" probably refers to the land gifted to Philip Ryan and son Whitehead Ryan by 
Richard Whitehead in 1698. This land was in King and Queen County in 1698, but became part of 
King William County when it was taken from King & Queen County in 1701. Another possibility is 
that the land mentioned in this deed was land left to Mary Whitehead Ryan or her heirs after the 
death of her father.<9>

Death: 

Whitehead Ryan died about 1749 in King and Queen County, Virginia. Whitehead certainly died 
before 7 Feb 1755 when his orphan daughter Milly chose her guardian. He probably died about 
1749 in King William County where all early probate records were destroyed by fire. Whitehead 
owned land, so is hard to imagine that he died in Chesterfield County (formed 1749), where there 
are no probate records for him. His wife, Milley Ryan, is a witness on a deed in 1750 for land 
located along Surf Creek in Dale Parish, Chesterfield County. She, along with her daughter Millie, 
and son Philip probably moved to Chesterfield Co after Whitehead's death. There is no record of 
Whitehead, Milley or Philip owning land in Chesterfield County. 
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Biography of Whitehead Ryan: 

Whitehead Ryan, son of Philip Ryan, the immigrant, and Mary Whitehead, was born about 1690, 
probably in Gloucester County, Virginia. In 1698 Whitehead's grandfather, Richard Whitehead, 
made a deed of gift of 600 acres in King and Queen County to his son-in-law Philip Ryan, who had 
married his eldest daughter, Mary, and to his young grandson, Whitehead Ryan. The land was 
located along the Mattaponi River in that portion of King and Queen County that became King 
William County in 1702. Unfortunately, many early public records of King & Queen and King 
William Counties have been destroyed by fire. It is likely that all 600 acres went to Whitehead after 
the death of his father. In addition, Whitehead must have also accumulated additional lands in 
King William County after his father's death. The last will and testament of Edmund Berkeley, 
written in 1718, mentions 698 acres in King William County, that he acquired from Whitehead 
Ryan. Another deed in 1722 refers to 125 acres in St. Margaret's Parish, King William County, 
purchased by Thomas Austin of Whitehead Ryan. Whitehead Ryan, of King & Queen County, 
received a patent of 325 acres on 17 Aug 1725 for land located in King William County above 
Stony Lick Run in St. John's Parish. 


The absence of public records has made tracing Whitehead beyond 1725 quite difficult. An 
important record, dated 7 Feb 1755, establishes an upper limit for his death. The following can be 
found in Chesterfield County Court Oder Book 2, page 37: 


"Mille Ryan orphan of Whitehead Ryan made choice of Rich'd Rocket for her guardian, who being 
approved by the court entered into bond with surety as the law requires." 


It is probable that Whitehead Ryan held real estate when he died and that his estate would have 
undergone probate. Probate records for Chesterfield County have survived to this day, but 
unfortunately there are no records for Whitehead Ryan. He probably died in King William or King & 
Queen County on or before 1749, the year Chesterfield County was established. Since his 
daughter Milley was living in Chesterfield County in 1755, it is reasonable to assume that 
Whitehead's widow and children may have moved there some time after he died. A search through 
Chesterfield County deeds shows that Milley Ryan and Mary Rocket witnessed a deed between 
John & Elizabeth Borton to William Shepard on 22 Mar 1750. They were also present in court 6 
Apr 1753, when the transaction was proved. This Milley Ryan could not have been the orphan 
daughter of Whitehead Ryan in 1755. It is likely that she was the widow of Whitehead and the 
mother of the younger Milley. In January of 1754 Philip or Philemon Ryan was mentioned in a 
Chesterfield court record involving Mr. Ware Rocket. Between 1754 and 1757, Philip Ryan is 
mentioned at least 15 times in Chesterfield County Court records. 


Although the evidence is admittedly thin, | would propose that Whitehead Ryan married Milley 


about 1725 in King & Queen County (possibly a second marriage for Whitehead), and they 
had at least two children: Philip (born about 1733) and Milley (b abt 1741). Whitehead probably 
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died in King & Queen County about 1749, but certainly before 7 Feb 1755. | have found no 
additional records for Milley, who died after 7 Feb 1755. 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Land Transaction involving Richard Whitehead, 12 August 1698 

Whitehead Ryan and Mary Whitehead and Philip Ryan were mentioned on 12 August 1698 ina 
land transaction involving Richard Whitehead at St. John's Parish in King and Queen County, 
Virginia. Deed of Gift, Richard Whitehead of Glouster Co and Parish of Abington to my beloved 
Sunn-in-Law and grand-sunn Philip Ryan and Whitehead Ryan of King and Queen County ... in 
consideration that Philip hath married my eldest daughter Mary, one tract of land containing 600 ac 
in the County of King & Queen and in the Parish of St Johns on the main run or River of Matapony. 
The original deed contains the seal of Richard Whitehead. The deed book in which this was 
recorded was burned in a courthouse fire, but the original deed exists.<1, 2> 


Court Record, 14 December 1718 

A Court record for Whitehead Ryan involving Richard Whitehead was recorded on 14 December 
1718 in King William County, Virginia. The Will of Edmund Berkeley, written 14 Dec 1718 and 
proved 3 Mar 1718/19, mentions 698 ac in King William County that he purchased of Whitehead 
Ryan, which he bequeaths to his son Lewis. ... It is my will that my executors buy five negroes the 
next year to be put on the land | gave to my son Lewis in King William County bought of Ryan. 
Francis Berkeley, a descendant of Edmund Berkeley wrote "The King William and Caroline lands 
were purchased in 1696 of Richard Whitehead and Whitehead Ryan." However, Philip and 
Whitehead Ryan did not take possession of this land until 1698. Whitehead would have been 
about 6 years old in 1696.<3, 4> 


Land Transaction, 2 April 1722 

Whitehead Ryan was mentioned in a land transaction in King William County, Virginia, on 2 April 
1722. Deed: Thomas Austin to Jacob Jones, both of K&Q Co, land which Daniel Austin, father of 
the sd Thomas Austin, bought of Whitehead Ryan in St. Margarets Parish in King William County 
containing 125 ac, bounded in part by South side of Mattopany River, Bartletts line.<5> Whitehead 
Ryan lived in King and Queen County, Virginia, in 1725.<6> 


Land Grant, 17 August 1725 

Whitehead Ryan was granted land at Saint John's Parish, in King William County, Virginia, on 17 
August 1725. Land Grant to Whitehead Ryon of King and Queen County, 325 ac "on both sides 
the north fork of the South River above Stony Lick Run in Saint John's Parish in King William 
County" mentioned in the boundaries: Richard ffowrbeus, Zachary Manfried, Lovell Ellis’ line, 
Thomas Mayo (or Mays), Goodloes line, small Branch, Riggs line.<6> 


Land Transaction, 1 February 1738 
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Whitehead Ryan was mentioned in a land transaction in King and Queen County, Virginia, on 1 
February 1738. Virginia Land Patent Book 18: Humphrey Hill, Gent. 1750 ac, St. Stephen's Parish, 
King & Queen Co, bounded by his own land, Thomas Kemp the elder and Whitehead Ryan.<7> 


Court Record, 7 February 1755 

Whitehead Ryan appeared in a Court record for Mildred ("Millie") Ryan involving Mildred ("Milley") 
wife of Whitehead Ryan which was recorded on 7 February 1755 in Chesterfield County, Virginia. 
"Mille Ryan orphan of Whitehead Ryan made choice of Rich'd Rocket for her guardian who being 
approved by the court entered into bond with surety as the law requires." 


Milley was probably 14 years old when she could legally choose a guardian. Her father probably 
died in King William County and Milley moved to Chesterfield County about 1750 with her mother, 
Milley, and her brother, Philip. 


There is no record of an account of Richard Rocket, guardian of Milley Ryan in Chesterfield 
County. Richard was the son of Baldwin Rockett and Ann Ware Rockett and the brother of Ware 
Rockett. Ware and his wife Mary Rockett moved to New Kent County about 1756. Mary Rockett is 
probably the same person who witnessed the Borton-Shephard deed with Milley Ryan in 1750. 
Richard Rockett was the Clerk of the Vestry of St. Johns Parish in Henrico Co from 1750 to 1752. 
He moved to Lunenburg County by 1760. It is not known what happened to the younger Milley or 
her mother.<8>

The date of his funeral is 
recorded on page 35 of The Douglas Register, along with the entry: "Sermon on Job 5:26.—& his 
wife buried together ye Same day in Goochland." Another entry on page 125: "June 3 1764— 
Sexton Ryans funeral: Goochland." Both entries refer to the same person, as Philip Ryan was 
Sexton of Saint John's Chuch when he died.<1> 


Alternate Names: 
Philip Ryan is also known as Sexton Ryan. 


Biography of Philip Ryan: 

Philip Ryan, son of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead, was born about 1697 in King and Queen 
County, Virginia. He married Sarah __—_—s about 1721, probably in King and Queen County. Many 
family trees list Sarah's surname as "Whitehead", but | have not found any evidence for this. Many 
records from King & Queen County were destroyed by a courthouse fire during the Civil War. 
Philip moved his family to Goochland County, Virginia about 1730. 


The first public record that mentions Philip is a deed written 18 Mar 1734/5 and recorded 17 Feb 
1735/6 in Goochland County, which showed that Philip Ryan of Goochland County, Virginia 
purchased 280 acres of land from Robert Wade of Hanover Co. The land was located on the 
branches of Licking hole creek in Goochland County. This land was originally granted by patent to 
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Robert Wade (250 ac) along with an additional 30 acres that Wade bought of Henry Harper. Philip 
lived on this land during the remainder of his life. It was located in St. James Parish, adjacent to 
Charles Toney's mill. Philip kept an Ordinary House on this land. He was employed for more than 
18 years as a Sexton at Saint John's Church, located in St. James Northam Parish and Goochland 
County, receiving an annual salary of 500 pounds of tobacco. Many published family trees list 
Sexton Ryan as a brother to Philip, but "Sexton" was a title, not aname. Philip Ryan and Sexton 
Ryan are the same person. 


Philip and Sarah Ryan had the following known children: Philip (b. abt 1722), John (b. 1731), 
Whitehead (b. 1732), Ann (b. 1738), William (b. 1739), and Elizabeth (b. 1743). On 7 Feb 1748/9 
"Philip Ryan of Saint James Northam Parish in the County of Goochland for the good will and 
fatherly love grant unto my loving son Philip Ryan Jr, 40 acres whereon he is now settled and 
lives, lying in the Parish of Saint James Northam adjacent to the lands of John Mullins & John 
Wright." One of the witnesses to this deed was Peter Ryan, who signed with his mark, "/". This is 
the only document | have found on which the name Peter Ryan appears. He has been identified 
by others as being a brother of Philip, but it is also possible that he was a son of Philip and Sarah. 
It is likely that Philip and Sarah Ryan had other children born between Philip Jr. (1722) and John 
(1731). A son born during that period would have been old enough to witness the above 
mentioned deed. 


A lawsuit for trespass was filed against Philip Ryan by Alexander Baine in April of 1763. Ryan did 
not appear in court and he and his son William were summoned to appear before a jury, which 
would assess damages. Philip Ryan apparently never made it to the courthouse. He died before 3 
Jun 1764 at the age of about 67 yrs. His Last Will and Testament, written 20 Feb 1764, mentioned 
his wife Sarah and “all my children, viz: Whitehead Ryan, Phillip Ryan, John Ryan, William Ryan, 
Elizabeth Baley and Anne Rice." He named his son Whiteheas and son-in-law Edward Rice as 
executors. Philip left the bulk of his estate to his son William. His wife Sarah also died at about the 
same time and they were buried together on 3 Jun 1764. There were two entries for the funeral in 
the Douglas Register. In one he was referred to as Philip Ryan and in the other as Sexton Ryan. 
The latter was undoubtedly the record used to imply that Sexton Ryan was a brother of Philip. 
However each record gave the same date for the funeral. 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Note: Philip Ryan and Sexton Ryan are the same person. 

Some family trees include Sexton Ryan as a child of Philip Ryan and Mary Whuitehead. There is a 
record of the burial of Sexton Ryan in the Douglas Register. However Sexton Ryan was buried on 
the same day as Philip Ryan. The two entries are made on separate pages in the Douglas 
Register. The Goochland County Virginia Episcopal Church Vestry Book 1744-1860, St. James 
Northam Parish, shows that Philip Ryan was Sexton at St. John's Church from 1745 until his death 
in 1764. Sexton Ryan was the same person as Philip Ryan. "Sexton" was a title, not a name.<2,

bounded by Henry Harper, Charles Tonyes mill. Recorded 17 Feb 1735/6. (note: Virginia Patents 
Vol 15 (1732-1735), pp. 78-9, 20 Jun 1733, LDS film 8570204, im 94-5, Patent to Robert Wade, 
250 ac in Goochland Co on the branches of Lickinghole Creek bounded in part by Henry Harper.)

Land Transaction, 16 November 1736 

Philip Ryan was mentioned in a land transaction in Goochland County, Virginia, on 16 November 
1736. Deed, Henry Harper of Bristol Parish, Prince George Co, to John Mullins of St James 
Parish, Goochland Co, 370 ac of land next to Philip Ryan, David Mims and Charles Toney. Phillip 
Ryan was one of the witnesses.</> 


Court Record, March 1738/39 

A Court record for Philip Ryan was recorded in March 1738/39 in Goochland County, Virginia.

who make oath thereto & the same being proved by the oaths of John Mullins and William Wright 
witnesses thereto is admitted to Record. And on the motion of the said Executors Certificate is 
granted them for obtaining probate thereof in due form. William Ryan and Thomas Hodges 
entering themselves securities for the same.<52>

Marriage: 

Philip Ryan and Obedience Rowland were married about 1765 in Chesterfield County, Virginia. 
Record of the marriage has not yet been found. John Rowland's will refers to Philip Ryan, husband 
of his daughter Obedience. Deeds also list Philip Ryan and his wife Obedience. The place of 
marriage was most likely Chesterfield County, but may have been Pittsylvania County. 
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Death: 
Philip Ryan died before 2 July 1822 in Athens, Clarke County, Georgia. 


Alternate Names: 
Philip Ryan is also known as Phil Ryan and Philemon Ryan. 


Biography of Philip Ryan: 

Philip or Philemon Ryan, son of Whitehead and Millie Ryan, was born before 1733, probably in 
King and Queen County, Virginia. Philip Ryan was named in Chesterfield Court cases in 1754, so 
was born before 1733. His father owned land in both King & Queen County and King William 
County, so he could have been born in either place. After the death of his father, Philip moved to 
Chesterfield County with his mother and sister some time before 1750. Philip's sister, Millie, chose 
Richard Rocket as her guardian in Chesterfield County in 1755. 


While living in Chesterfield County in 1758, Philip purchased 784 ac of land in Prince Edward 
County along Saylor's Creek, and purchased another 200 ac in the same area in 1760. Philip sold 
his land in Prince Edward County in 1761 and 1763. In both instances he signed his name "Phil 
Ryan." A bond signed by John Brammal in 1763 also referred to him as "Phil Ryan." Philip 
appears to have lived in both counties until 1765. 


Philip Ryan was brought into court on several occassions while living in Chesterfield and Prince 
Edward Counties, mostly for failure to pay debts. He also was convicted of gaming, which 
undoubtedly contributed to his debts. Philip brought suit in Prince Edward County against William 
Johnson in 1764. During the trial Ryan was accused of making false answers and the jury 
produced a verdict for the defendant. Lawsuits were filed against him in Chesterfield County as 
late as 1768 and 1770, but Ryan had left the county and could not be found. The last time he is 
known to have actually appeared in Chesterfield or Prince Edward Court was in 1765. William 
Womack placed an ad in the Virginia Gazette in 1774, which cautioned people from raising bond 
for Philip Ryan, as Womack had done twelve years previously in Prince Edward County. 


Also living in Chesterfield County during this period was John Rowland, father of Obedience 
Rowland, who married Philip Ryan. John was approved to have a license to keep Ordinary in 
1756, which was renewed annually until at least 1762. Rowland was in Chesterfield County in 
1764 when he and Joseph Watkins entered into a deed of trust with William Irby. Irby was unable 
to pay his debt and the land went to Rowland and Watkins, who sold it in 1770. The deed refers to 
John Rowland of Pittsylvania County. 


Pittsylvania County was formed from Halifax County in 1767. Both Philip Ryan and John Rowland 


appear on the same 1767 Tax list of Pittsylvania County. They had both moved to the area 
between 1765 and 1767. While living in Prince Edward County in 1762, Philip Ryan had received 
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a Land grant located in Bedford County. Bedford County bordered Prince Edward County at the 
time. In 1770 Philip Ryan, then of Pittsylvania County, sold his land in Bedford County. He signed 
his name "Phil Ryan" on the deed. 


In 1777 Henry County was formed from Pittsylvania. Philip had the same issues with debt in Henry 
County as he did in Chesterfield and Prince Edward Counties. "Phil Ryan" admitted to being 
intoxicated in 1782, being "induced" into a craps game, in which he fell into debt. He was indebted 
to George Harriston in 1788, wherein "Phill Ryan" put property up as collateral. In 1789 he sold 
three slaves to clear a debt with his mother-in-law, Mary Rowland. 


Philip married Obedience Rowland about 1765, probably in Chesterfield County. After moving to 
Pittsylvania County they lived along the Irwin River. Patrick Henry was a neighbor and friend. They 
remained in Henry County until 1810. By 1815 the family had moved to Clarke County, Georgia, 
where Philip died in 1822. His will, written in 1821, directed his wife Obedience to "dispose of to 
such of my children or grandchildren as she thinks best." Obedience Ryan died in Jackson County, 
Georgia 25 Jan 1838, at the age of 93. Philip Ryan and Obedience Rowland had the following 
children: Joseph, John, Millie, Whitehead, Philip Jr., Littleberry, Elizabeth, Angelica and Christina. 
An obituary for Obedience stated she was a great-great grandmother when she died. 


The evidence that Philip Ryan of Chesterfield County and Prince Edward County is the same man 
as Philip Ryan of Pittsylvania County is not irrefutable, but is very strong. Proof of the marriage of 
Philip Ryan and Obedience Rowland in Chesterfield County would confirm the hypothesis. 
However, even without such proof, there is a significant amount of circumstantial evidence. Philip 
Ryan of Chesterfield and Prince Edward Counties disappeared from that area at exactly the same 
time that Philip Ryan appeared in Pittsylvania County. This was precisely the same time when the 
father-in-law of Philip Ryan of Pittsylvania moved from Chesterfield County to Pittsylvania County. 
In addition Philip of Pittsylvania and Philip of Chesterfield & Prince Edward Counties both signed 
legal documents as "Phil Ryan" (although both also signed deeds as "Philip Ryan"). 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Evidence that Philip Ryan is the son of Whitehead and Milley Ryan: 

Philip Ryan is most likely the son of Whitehead and Millie Ryan. Whitehead Ryan, son of Philip 
Ryan and Mary Whitehead, married Milley , probably around 1725 in King & Queen County or 
King William County. Milley Ryan was living in Chesterfield County in 1750, when she witnessed a 
deed between John & Elizabeth Borton/Burton to William Shephard. She acknowledged the deed 
in Chesterfield Court in 1753. The clerk entered her name as "Milley Bryan," but but the deed entry 
is clearly "Milley Ryan." Chesterfield County was formed from Henrico in 1749, so Milley may have 
moved to Henrico after her husband's death. Whitehead Ryan probably died before 1750 in the 
vicinity of King William County. Whitehead is known to have owned land in King & Queen County 
and King William County, but early probate records for both counties have been destroyed by fire. 
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Chesterfield County Court records show that Whitehead Ryan had a daughter named Millie, who 
chose Richard Rocket as her guardian in Chesterfield County in 1755. Milley had to have been at 
least 14 years old in order to choose her own Guardian, so was probably born about 1741. Philip 
Ryan of Chesterfield County, born about 1733, is almost certainly a son of Whitehead Ryan. Two 
of his children are named Whitehead Ryan and Milley Ryan.

The note was found to be counterfeit. Ryan attempted to return the note to Trabue, who refused. 
Markam was convicted of passing conterfeit money in April of 1759. Trabue sued Ryan for the 
L10, but Ryan in turn sued Trabue in 1763. John Trabue, son of Jacob, stated that he knew Ryan 
intimately and that Ryan and Markham were in "partnership and he did not doubt that they made 
two or three hundred pounds per year each, but at the time he heard him say so he thought Ryan 
meant the money was to be made by gaming, but since thinks that Markham & Ryan were both 
concerned in making bad money." The deposition of Francis Chaudoin taken 14 Jun 1764 
indicated that Ryan and Brummal attemped to return the L10 note to Trabue "about 6 years ago 
(i.e., 1758)." A bond signed by Brummal in 1763 refers to Ryan as "Phil Ryan." The case was 
dismissed in 1765.

Birth: 
Mildred ("Millie") Ryan was born about 1741 in King and Queen County, Virginia. She was 
probably 14 years old in 1755 when she made choice of a guardian. 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Court Record, 7 February 1755 

A Court record for Mildred ("Millie") Ryan involving Whitehead Ryan and Mildred ("Milley") wife of 
Whitehead Ryan was recorded on 7 February 1755 in Chesterfield County, Virginia. "Mille Ryan 
orphan of Whitehead Ryan made choice of Rich'd Rocket for her guardian who being approved by 
the court entered into bond with surety as the law requires." 


Milley was probably 14 years old when she could legally choose a guardian. Her father probably 
died in King William County and Milley moved to Chesterfield County about 1750 with her mother, 
Milley, and her brother, Philip. 


There is no record of an account of Richard Rocket, guardian of Milley Ryan in Chesterfield 
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County. Richard was the son of Baldwin Rockett and Ann Ware Rockett and the brother of Ware 
Rockett. Ware and his wife Mary Rockett moved to New Kent County about 1756. Mary Rockett is 
probably the same person who witnessed the Borton-Shephard deed with Milley Ryan in 1750. 
Richard Rockett was the Clerk of the Vestry of St. Johns Parish in Henrico Co from 1750 to 1752. 
He moved to Lunenburg County by 1760. It is not known what happened to the younger Milley or 
her mother.<1>

Northam Parish on 12 Sep 1750. He began keeping vital records of the parish on 15 Sep 1753. He 
did not record the exact date of the marriage beteen Philip and Jane, but knew he officiated the 
marriage in 1751. It is recorded as: Ryan, Philip and Jean Bullinton, 1751.<1, 2> 


Death: 
Philip Ryan, Jr., died before 16 April 1770 in Goochland County, Virginia. 


Biography of Philip Ryan, Jr., 

Philip Ryan Junior, son of Philip Ryan and Sarah, was born about 1722 in Gloucester County, 
Virginia. Many Ryan family trees indicate that Philip was married twice, and died in Goochland 
County in 1803. The source for the two marriages is the Douglas Register, a record of births, 
marriages and deaths recorded by the Reverend William Douglas. Douglas was the pastor of St. 
John's Church in St. James Northam Parish, Goochland County, Virginia, from 12 Oct 1750 until 
his death on 7 Feb 1798. The Rev. Douglas began recording marriage dates on 15 Sep 1753, but 
also added to the register some marriages he performed before that date. One of those was a 
marriage he performed between Philip Ryan and Jean Bullinton (Surname recorded elsewhere in 
the register as “Bullington”). Just the marriage year, 1751, was recorded. The Douglas Register 
also records a marriage between Philip Ryan and Elizabeth Milns (or Mills) on 7 Mar 1766. 


There has been a presumption in published genealogies and family trees that the Philip Ryan who 
married Elizabeth Mills is the same man who had previously been married to Jean Bullington. 
However, the Douglas Register records Ann-Morning Ryan, daughter of Philip Ryan and Jean 
Bullington, as being born on 24 Apr 1768. Thus, a child with Philip’s first wife appears to have 
been born two years after Philip’s marriage to his second wife. This clearly points to the probability 
that there are two men with the name of Philip Ryan living in Goochland County at that time. 
Indeed, additional evidence shows that to be the case. But, which is the son of Philip Ryan, Sr.? 


A Deed of Gift from Philip Ryan Sr. “for the good will and fatherly love, grant unto my loving son 
Philip Ryan Junr 40 acres whereon he is now settled and lives, lying in the Parish of Saint James 
Northam adjacent to the lands of John Mullins and John Wright.” This same land, located on 
Lickinghole Creek, was sold by Philip Ryan Junr on 21 Nov 1750 to David Davis. The deed was 
recorded on 24 Nov 1752 and on that day Jane, the wife of Philip Ryan was privately examined 
and relinquished her right of dower. This shows that the Philip Ryan that married Jane/Jean 
Bullinton/Bullington, is the son of Philip Ryan Sr. This same Philip Ryan, Junior unsuccessfully 
brought suit against Jeremiah Whitney in June of 1744. Since Philip had to be at least 21 years old 
to bring suit, he would have been born on or before June of 1723. 


Philip Ryan Jr. had a temper. He was brought before the court in Goochland County on 22 Mar 


1748/9 and "charged with the beating (of) William Creasy, whose life the Court are informed is in 
danger thereby whereupon he is ordered into custody of the sheriff 'till it appears if the said Creasy 
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shall dye of the said beating." Ryan was released on his own recognizance "in the sum of ten 
pounds sterling payable to our sovereign Lord the King his heirs and successors upon condition 
that Philip Ryan Jun'r be of his good behaviour towards all his Majesty's liege people and more 
especially towards William Creasy for a year and a day, then this recogizance to be void." John 
Lee and Peter Fore also entered into recognizance in the sum of five pounds each. It appears that 
William Creasy recovered from Ryan's beating, as no further action appears in Goochland County 
court records. 


In November of 1752 Philip Ryan Junr sold the 40 acres given to him by his father. His wife Jane 
reliquished her right to dower. No longer a land owner, it is unclear where in Goochland County the 
family resided after that time. Philip Ryan does not appear in Goochland County records again 
until 1767, when he is involved in three separate court cases. 


On 16 Apr 1770 the Church Wardens of Saint James Northam Parish were ordered by the 
Goochland County Court to bind Charity Ryan, a daughter of Philip Ryan, to George Payne, and to 
bind Joell and Whitehead Ryan, children of Philip Ryan, according to law. At the next court, on 21 
May 1770, these orders were rescinded on the motion of the children’s mother, who requested that 
they be released from their servitude, “their said mother having undertaken to keep them from 
being a charge to the Parish.” Although it is likely that this action was taken after the death of 
Philip, the court records did not refer to the children as orphans or to Philip as being deceased. 
Philip may have been incapacitated in some way or may have deserted the family. Philip Ryan 
Junior was certainly dead by August of 1779, when the following is found in the Goochland County 
Court Order Book: “It is cons'd by the court that Jane Ryan a poor widow woman who has had two 
of her sons in the Service of their country as soldiers, it is recommended to the auditors to pay her 
the sum of forty pounds current money for her support.” There is no probate record found in 
Goochland or nearby counties for Philip Ryan. He likely died without property. His widow, Jane 
Bullington Ryan, lived at least until 1787, when she was listed on the personal property tax list of 
Goochland County as owning three cattle. 


Philip Ryan Junior and Jane Bullington had at least four children: Charity (b. abt 1753), Whitehead 
(b. abt 1758), Joel (b. abt 1764) and Ann Mourning (b. 1768). It is likely that John Ryan (b. 1767), 
who married Christian Page, and Sally Ryan (b. 1769), who married Daniel Powers, were also 
children of Philip and Jane.

Note: Philip Ryan Jr did not marry Elizabeth Mills in 1766. 

The Douglas Register records a marriage between a Philip Ryan and Elizabeth Mills (or Miln) on 7 
Mar 1766. Many sources site the groom as Philip, son of Philip Ryan and Sarah Whitehead. This 
Philip married Jane Bullington in 1751, so Elizabeth Mills would have been his second wife. 
However, the same Douglas Register shows that Ann Morning Ryan, daughter of Philip Ryan and 
Jean Bullinton was born 24 Apr 1768 - two years after his supposed second marriage. It is 
doubtful that Philip had two wives at the same time, so the Philip Ryan that married Elizabeth Mills 
is not the son of Philip Ryan and Sarah Whitehead. He may have been a son of, Peter Ryan, who 
was living in Goochland County in 1747.

The Ryans brought suit against heirs of William Bibb, 
deceased, who was Administrator of the Estate of John Ryan, deceased (p. 4), but died before he 
settled the estate. Commisioners assigned to the case found that the defendants owed the 
plaintiffs an insignificant sum of 1.15.11. The oldest son, John Ryan Jr., agreed to stand on the 
same footing as the other children if they would allow him to have their father's hunting rifle, which 
they agreed (p. 13). Charles Ryan appeared to be managing the estate of his father in 1794 (p. 
15). John Rose in his deposition (p. 19) stated that he visited the Ryan family some time in April 
1785, shortly after the death of John Ryan, which gives an upper limit on John's death date.<75>

A Court record for Joel Ryan involving Lucy Moreland was recorded on 17 January 1810 in 
Goochland County, Virginia. The Sheriff of Goochland County is ordered to summon Joel Ryan 
and his wife Lucy Morland, along with other members of the Morland family to appear in Chancery 
Court. 


Lucy's father, Wright Moreland, died in 1809 and some of his children brought suit against the 
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widow Sally Moreland, and some of the other children, including Lucy, wife of Joel Ryan, 
requesting that the real estate of Wright Moreland, consisting of 88 3/4 ac, be sold and the 
proceeds distributed to the heirs. The Chancery court case was not decided until 1818, probably 
because some of the heirs had left Goochland County. Four of Lucy's brothers, Dudley, William, 
Thomas and Charles, were living in Carter County, Tennessee in 1800. Dower of 29 1/2 ac was set 
off for the widow on 15 Jan 1811. Thomas, Charles and Dudley sold their interest in the estate to 
Alexander Fowler, who owned property adjacent to the Moreland estate. Her sister Mary Hancock 
also sold her interest to Fowler. No record of the sale of the portion of the estate alloted to Lucy 
has been found. Perhaps they were never contacted.<15>

Charles with his other brothers and sister were 
jointly seized and in possession of a tract of land, the property of their dec'd father on which 
Charles, together with Phillip Ryan & others resided, and the sd Phillip in case he did not draw the 
money by virtue of the order aforesaid, being desirous of securing for his own use & benefit the 
plantation, proposed to Charles that if he would move from the said land and give up Charles' 
interest in the land to him, the said Phillip and also one cow, he the said Phillip would give Charles 
a full receipt for all demands in which it was particularly understood, to which proposition Charles 
acceded, Alford debt was to be included. Notwithstanding all the propositons of the said Phillip, he 
the said Phillip gave Charles notice he would proceed to get a motion to obtain a judgemnt against 
Charles for money paid and security and did at last Septr Court at a late hour in the evening when 
Charles left the courthouse with his witnesses obtain a judgment against Charles and has pd 
ExExin(?) thereon & lived in the same on Charles property. May it please yr Worships to injoin the 
judgment aforsaid & grant Charles such other & further relief as may be equitable & just & Charles 
as in duly bound shall ever pray. 

(p.4-6) Answer of Phillip Ryan, 10 Nov 1807, Amherst County - an order was drawn in favor of 
Phillip upon one Elijah Clarke in the state of Georgia, but not a cent was ever collected ... the 
allegations about the land are totally untrue - no such contract has ever been made, and Philip 
holds the land alluded to by a quite different license. 

(p.7) Deposition of Milley Ryon, 19 Dec 1809 - that she was called to witness a receipt by Philip 
Ryan to Charles Ryon about seven or eight years ago and Phillip said he was satisfied with 
Charles after Charles gave him the order. 

(pp. 9-10) Deposition of Elizabeth Ryon, 19 Dec 1809, Nelson Co - that she was called to witness 
a receipt given by Phillip Ryon to Charles Ryon about 7 or 8 years ago, and then good friends and 
Phillip wished Charles good luck and Phillip told Charles they were clear of the debt - that Charles 
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was going away and give up the plantation for him and his children to work. Phillip lives now on 
the same place as when the settlement was made. Elizabeth often heard Phillip persuading 
Charles to go away. Phillip Ryon's two sons helped Charles move. After two years, Phillip began to 
quarrel with Elizabeth and "seized upon me to pay rent." "When he seized for the rent, | sent up to 
Bedford for my brother Charles and he came in a few days. | told him what Phillip had done and 
what he talked of. Charles said that if Phillip was not satisfied, he should be satisfied. They both 
went to Georgia together & Charles lent Phillip a horse to ride and when Philip returned he told me 
that Charles had given him an order on John Loving for one hundred & fourteen pounds and he 
was well satisfied with him and thought he had done mightily he said and had treated him well. A 
question by plaintiff: "Did Phillip Ryon wish to get you and your sister off the land as well as 
Charles?" Answer: "By his behavior he did. He ordered me off often and said if | did stay in the 
house | should pay twenty pounds rent." Question: Was it not Charles' motive to satisfy Phillip that 
you and your sister might stay quietly on the land?" Answer: "I think it was." She also said, "I think 
Charles moving off the land & giving it all up to Phillip and giving twenty pounds rent for two years 
and eight and ten pounds a year afterwards was sufficient."

He originally applied for his pension on 19 May 1819 from Monroe County, (West) Virginia. He had 
9 children and his wife was upwards of 56 years old on 18 Jul 1820. The widows pension 
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application for his wife, Margaret Rains (W4058), states that John Rains died on 7 Sep 1845 in 
Kanawha County, West Virginia. A cerified marriage bond, dated 14 Jan 1785, showed that John 
Rains married Margaret Dooley, daughter of Thomas Dooley, dec'd in Rockingham County, 
Virginia. Personal Property Tax lists for Rockingham County show that John Rains/Reins/Raines 
appeared on these lists in district 13 each year between 1784 and 1796. 


John Ryan Jr., son of John and Unity Ryan is listed continuously on Amherst County VA tax lists 
between 1786 and 1819. He appeared on several Amherst County land and court records 
between 1784 and 1819. These records clearly show him to be the son of John and Unity Ryan 
and one court record identifies his wife as Rachel Ryan.

Charles drew an order on Elijah Clarke for the full 
amount of what Phillip was bound to Jno Alford. Charles with his other brothers and sister were 
jointly seized and in possession of a tract of land, the property of their dec'd father on which 
Charles, together with Phillip Ryan & others resided, and the sd Phillip in case he did not draw the 
money by virtue of the order aforesaid, being desirous of securing for his own use & benefit the 
plantation, proposed to Charles that if he would move from the said land and give up Charles’ 
interest in the land to him, the said Phillip and also one cow, he the said Phillip would give Charles 
a full receipt for all demands in which it was particularly understood, to which proposition Charles 
acceded, Alford debt was to be included. Notwithstanding all the propositons of the said Phillip, he 
the said Phillip gave Charles notice he would proceed to get a motion to obtain a judgemnt against 
Charles for money paid and security and did at last Septr Court at a late hour in the evening when 
Charles left the courthouse with his witnesses obtain a judgment against Charles and has pd 
ExExin(?) thereon & lived in the same on Charles property. May it please yr Worships to injoin the 
judgment aforsaid & grant Charles such other & further relief as may be equitable & just & Charles 
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as in duly bound shall ever pray. 

(p.4-6) Answer of Phillip Ryan, 10 Nov 1807, Amherst County - an order was drawn in favor of 
Phillip upon one Elijah Clarke in the state of Georgia, but not a cent was ever collected ... the 
allegations about the land are totally untrue - no such contract has ever been made, and Philip 
holds the land alluded to by a quite different license. 

(p.7) Deposition of Milley Ryon, 19 Dec 1809 - that she was called to witness a receipt by Philip 
Ryan to Charles Ryon about seven or eight years ago and Phillip said he was satisfied with 
Charles after Charles gave him the order. 

(pp. 9-10) Deposition of Elizabeth Ryon, 19 Dec 1809, Nelson Co - that she was called to witness 
a receipt given by Phillip Ryon to Charles Ryon about 7 or 8 years ago, and then good friends and 
Phillip wished Charles good luck and Phillip told Charles they were clear of the debt - that Charles 
was going away and give up the plantation for him and his children to work. Phillip lives now on 
the same place as when the settlement was made. Elizabeth often heard Phillip persuading 
Charles to go away. Phillip Ryon's two sons helped Charles move. After two years, Phillip began to 
quarrel with Elizabeth and "seized upon me to pay rent." "When he seized for the rent, | sent up to 
Bedford for my brother Charles and he came in a few days. | told him what Phillip had done and 
what he talked of. Charles said that if Phillip was not satisfied, he should be satisfied. They both 
went to Georgia together & Charles lent Phillip a horse to ride and when Philip returned he told me 
that Charles had given him an order on John Loving for one hundred & fourteen pounds and he 
was well satisfied with him and thought he had done mightily he said and had treated him well. A 
question by plaintiff: "Did Phillip Ryon wish to get you and your sister off the land as well as 
Charles?" Answer: "By his behavior he did. He ordered me off often and said if | did stay in the 
house | should pay twenty pounds rent." Question: Was it not Charles' motive to satisfy Phillip that 
you and your sister might stay quietly on the land?" Answer: "I think it was." She also said, "I think 
Charles moving off the land & giving it all up to Phillip and giving twenty pounds rent for two years 
and eight and ten pounds a year afterwards was sufficient."

The oldest son, John Ryan Jr., agreed to stand on the 
same footing as the other children if they would allow him to have their father's hunting rifle, which 
they agreed (p. 13).

15). John Rose in his deposition (p. 19) stated that he visited the Ryan family some time in April 
1785, shortly after the death of John Ryan, which gives an upper limit on John's death date.<17>

(p. 2) Deposition filed in Amherst Co, Oct 1807, by Charles Ryan - some years past a certain 
Phillip Ryan became bound to a certain John Alford as security for Charles Ryan, sometime 
thereafter Phillip Ryan and Charles Ryan went to the state of Georgia where there was 
considerable sum of money owed to Charles. Charles drew an order on Elijah Clarke for the full 
amount of what Phillip was bound to Jno Alford. Charles with his other brothers and sister were 
jointly seized and in possession of a tract of land, the property of their dec'd father on which 
Charles, together with Phillip Ryan & others resided, and the sd Phillip in case he did not draw the 
money by virtue of the order aforesaid, being desirous of securing for his own use & benefit the 
plantation, proposed to Charles that if he would move from the said land and give up Charles' 
interest in the land to him, the said Phillip and also one cow, he the said Phillip would give Charles 
a full receipt for all demands in which it was particularly understood, to which proposition Charles 
acceded, Alford debt was to be included. Notwithstanding all the propositons of the said Phillip, he 
the said Phillip gave Charles notice he would proceed to get a motion to obtain a judgemnt against 
Charles for money paid and security and did at last Septr Court at a late hour in the evening when 
Charles left the courthouse with his witnesses obtain a judgment against Charles and has pd 
ExExin(?) thereon & lived in the same on Charles property. May it please yr Worships to injoin the 
judgment aforsaid & grant Charles such other & further relief as may be equitable & just & Charles 
as in duly bound shall ever pray. 

(p.4-6) Answer of Phillip Ryan, 10 Nov 1807, Amherst County - an order was drawn in favor of 
Phillip upon one Elijah Clarke in the state of Georgia, but not a cent was ever collected ... the 
allegations about the land are totally untrue - no such contract has ever been made, and Philip 
holds the land alluded to by a quite different license. 

(p.7) Deposition of Milley Ryon, 19 Dec 1809 - that she was called to witness a receipt by Philip 
Ryan to Charles Ryon about seven or eight years ago and Phillip said he was satisfied with 
Charles after Charles gave him the order. 

(pp. 9-10) Deposition of Elizabeth Ryon, 19 Dec 1809, Nelson Co - that she was called to witness 
a receipt given by Phillip Ryon to Charles Ryon about 7 or 8 years ago, and then good friends and 
Phillip wished Charles good luck and Phillip told Charles they were clear of the debt - that Charles 
was going away and give up the plantation for him and his children to work. Phillip lives now on 
the same place as when the settlement was made. Elizabeth often heard Phillip persuading 
Charles to go away. Phillip Ryon's two sons helped Charles move. After two years, Phillip began to 
quarrel with Elizabeth and "seized upon me to pay rent." "When he seized for the rent, | sent up to 
Bedford for my brother Charles and he came in a few days. | told him what Phillip had done and 
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what he talked of. Charles said that if Phillip was not satisfied, he should be satisfied. They both 
went to Georgia together & Charles lent Phillip a horse to ride and when Philip returned he told me 
that Charles had given him an order on John Loving for one hundred & fourteen pounds and he 
was well satisfied with him and thought he had done mightily he said and had treated him well. A 
question by plaintiff: "Did Phillip Ryon wish to get you and your sister off the land as well as 
Charles?" Answer: "By his behavior he did. He ordered me off often and said if | did stay in the 
house | should pay twenty pounds rent." Question: Was it not Charles' motive to satisfy Phillip that 
you and your sister might stay quietly on the land?" Answer: "I think it was." She also said, "I think 
Charles moving off the land & giving it all up to Phillip and giving twenty pounds rent for two years 
and eight and ten pounds a year afterwards was sufficient."

Her widow's pension application states 
she was married in August of 1782 in Surry County NC. She would have been about 22 years old. 


How Happy Ryon got from Goochland County VA to Surry Co NC is a mystery. The only Ryan in 
Surry County around 1782 was Darby Ryan. It is tempting to think that Happy Ryon is closely 
related to Darby. The 1786 tax records of Surry County show that John Hamm and Darby Ryan 
are both living there: 


Darby Ryon, Willeses District, p. 2 
John Hamm, Winstons District. p. 3 


However, Darby Ryan was born about 1752, so Happy could not be one of his daughters. Darby 
had no brothers, so Happy would not be a niece. Darby had two sisters, Elizabeth and Mary, but 
both were born before 1750. 


Happy Hamm's widow pension application stated that she married John Hamm after he completed 
his service. The application states "She was married in Surry Co, NC by proclaimation, at the 
meeting house. She will not be positive as to the county, but the courthouse of the county was 
called 'Richmond'." From this, it appears she may have actually married in Richmond, Virginia, 
which is much closer to Goochland County. This would make it much easier to accept Whitehead 
Ryan and Elizabeth Fulcher as Happy's parents.

Alice Sophrenia Lewis Keene, grandaughter of John Ryan, writes in her diary, ".....he drifted west 
in early life to the fine hunting grounds of Kentucky. Meeting there a Miss Mollie Holt. They were 
married in Whitley County, Kentucky, May 1779. They lived there a few years and moved to 
Franklin Co. Tenn or nortern Alabama as it became latter. After all 13 children were born they 
moved early in 1839 to Johnson Co Ark. and settled on Horseshoe Creek in a home located on 
the road from Ft. Smith to Little Rock. " 


There are a few errors in this account. Whitley County was not formed until 1818. John Ryan was 
born about 1781 and Mollie Holt was born about 1792. They could not have married (before either 
was born) in 1779. Doswell Holt, brother of Mollie, and William Ryan, father of John, both arrived 
in Knox County, Kentucky in 1806. Mollie's father, Drury Holt, first appears on the tax list in 1807. 
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John and Mollie were probably married in 1808. One final error in this account is the 1839 date 
when John moved his famiy to Johnson County. He was living in Morgan County, Alabama in 1830 
and died in 1833, so it is likely he moved to Arkansas about 1831.

John Ryan was mentioned in a land transaction in Morgan County, Alabama, on 1 July 1830.

John Ryan, as witnessed by William Ryan, served in the military on 14 August 1832 in Johnson 
County, Arkansas. John and his son William joined the newly formed United States Mounted 
Ranger Battalion under Captain Jesse Bean. The muster rolls from September 26, 1832 show that 
John and William Ryan enlisted August 14, 1832 at Horsehead, Johnson Co. Arkansas. Bean's 
company of 100 men was ordered west on 27 Aug 1832 and reached Fort Gibson on 24 Sep 
1832. Within two weeks, Bean's company was ordered to scout northwest to the vicinity of 
modern-day Tulsa and invite tribal leaders to to gather at Fort Gibson in the spring for 
negotiations. Two authors, Washington Irving and Charles Latrobe, joined Bean’s command on 
this mission and both men praised "Ole Ryan" for his hunting and tracking skills. Washington Irving 
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mentions Ryan several times in his classic, "A Tour on the Praries." Bean's company was 
discharged in August of 1833. However, it appears John Ryan became ill before the unit was 
discharged and died while stationed at Fort Gibson.

The original decree of the Circuit Court of Johnson County - the bill stated that in the year 1834 
Cravens purchased of the administration of John Ryan dec'd a certain improvement and pre- 
emption right with Pace as security, payable twelve months after date. it alleges that the deceased 
had no right of pre-emption to the improvements and consequently the obligation was without 
valuable consideration - the prayer being that the obligation be cancelled. The answer of the 
administration was that the improvement was sold by order of the County Court, and that he gave 
public notice that he would sell all the right and title of Ryan deceased to said improvement so far 
as the same was vested in him as administration. Cravens was the highest bidder with full 
knowledge of title. The decree was made in favor of the bill, and the appellant now seeks to set 
aside and dissolve the injunction. 


Apeal from Johnson Circuit Court in Chancery 

Opinion of the Supreme Court that the Circuit Court sitting as a court of Chancery erred in 
decreeing that the obligation of the appellers be cancelled and delivered up. The decree is 
reversed and set aside and repellant recover off said appellee all his costs. We think it clear that 
the personal representative to the deceased had a right to sell the improvement without the 
intervention of the probate court.<10>

Higginbotham brought suit on 
another bond dated 29 May 1811 for L59.6.10 and obtained judgment at Mar 1812 Court. Another 
suit was brought against James Ryan & Philip Ryan on a bond for L22.17.3 on 31 Aug 1809 with 
judgment obtained Nov term. Rather than sell his land to pay these debts Philip made a deed of 
gift to his son William on 23 Dec 1811, and thus Higginbotham brought suit in 1820 against Philip 
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and William Ryan. William Ryan denied any intention to defraud Higginbotham, stating he knew 
nothing of his father's debts. Philip also denied any intention to defraud, stating the gift was for the 
natural love and affection he had toward his son. The court didn't agree. The land was confiscated 
and sold to pay the debt, which amounted to over 118 pounds.<29, 30>

The muster rolls from September 26, 1832 
show that John and William Ryan enlisted August 14, 1832 at Horsehead, Johnson Co. Arkansas. 
Bean's company of 100 men was ordered west on 27 Aug 1832 and reached Fort Gibson on 24 
Sep 1832. Within two weeks, Bean's company was ordered to scout northwest to the vicinity of 
modern-day Tulsa and invite tribal leaders to to gather at Fort Gibson in the spring for 
negotiations. Two authors, Washington Irving and Charles Latrobe, joined Bean’s command on 
this mission and both men praised "Ole Ryan" for his hunting and tracking skills. Washington Irving 
mentions Ryan several times in his classic, "A Tour on the Praries." Bean's company was 
discharged in August of 1833. However, it appears John Ryan became ill before the unit was 
discharged and died while stationed at Fort Gibson.

George Ryan was one of a very few men in Triune who supported the Union and not the 
confederacy. On 4 Feb 1866, Henry Moon, a black Union soldier was shot and killed in Triune. 
George Ryan reported the incident to the Union command post in the letter reproduced below: 


Triune, Williamson County, Tenn. 

February 5th, 1866 

Dear Sir, one of your colored soldiers was shot near this place yesterday by John Griggs and two 
other men in company with Greggs to wit William Pogue and John H. Griggs. | did not see any of 
the affray but might just as | heard it. This John Griggs was one of Col Houdons men and it is my 
opinion that he is a bad man. Your soldier is at John Bostick's on the Nashville and Nolensville 
Pike, 22 miles from Nashville. | live in Triune and it will not do for you to let my name to known as 
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there is not but 4 Union men in this part of country and if we are known we could not live one 
week. 
Yours respectfully, George Ryan 


Ryan's fears about being killed for his political leanings came true before the end of the year.

Mary Rocket may be the wife 
of Richard Rocket, who was approved as the guardian of Mille Ryan, daughter of Whitehead Ryan 
in 1755.<2>

Mildred ("Milley") wife of Whitehead Ryan appeared in a Court record for Mildred ("Millie") Ryan 
involving Whitehead Ryan which was recorded on 7 February 1755 in Chesterfield County, 
Virginia. "Mille Ryan orphan of Whitehead Ryan made choice of Rich'd Rocket for her guardian 
who being approved by the court entered into bond with surety as the law requires." 


Milley was probably 14 years old when she could legally choose a guardian. Her father probably 
died in King William County and Milley moved to Chesterfield County about 1750 with her mother, 
Milley, and her brother, Philip. 


There is no record of an account of Richard Rocket, guardian of Milley Ryan in Chesterfield 
County. Richard was the son of Baldwin Rockett and Ann Ware Rockett and the brother of Ware 
Rockett. Ware and his wife Mary Rockett moved to New Kent County about 1756. Mary Rockett is 
probably the same person who witnessed the Borton-Shephard deed with Milley Ryan in 1750. 
Richard Rockett was the Clerk of the Vestry of St. Johns Parish in Henrico Co from 1750 to 1752. 
He moved to Lunenburg County by 1760. It is not known what happened to the younger Milley or 
her mother.<3>

In addition, a third furred hat made by Obedience Ryan, mother of Philip, 
valued at $5, was delivered to Cox, but credit was not allowed for lack of testamony. Instead of

A Court record for Jane Bullington involving Philip Ryan, Jr., was recorded in August 1779 in 
Goochland County, Virginia. It is cons'd by the court that Jane Ryan a poor widow woman who has 
had two of her sons in the Service of their country as soldiers, it is recommended to the auditors to 
pay her the sum of forty pounds current money for her support.<6>

Four of Lucy's brothers, Dudley, William, 
Thomas and Charles, were living in Carter County, Tennessee in 1800. Dower of 29 1/2 ac was set 
off for the widow on 15 Jan 1811. Thomas, Charles and Dudley sold their interest in the estate to 
Alexander Fowler, who owned property adjacent to the Moreland estate. Her sister Mary Hancock 
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also sold her interest to Fowler. No record of the sale of the portion of the estate alloted to Lucy 
has been found. Perhaps they were never contacted.<3>

The oldest son, John Ryan Jr., agreed to stand on the 
same footing as the other children if they would allow him to have their father's hunting rifle, which 
they agreed (p. 13). Charles Ryan appeared to be managing the estate of his father in 1794 (p. 
15). John Rose in his deposition (p. 19) stated that he visited the Ryan family some time in April 
1785, shortly after the death of John Ryan, which gives an upper limit on John's death date.<11>

It is clear from court documents that Isaac and Mary Ryan are heirs of Oney Mullins who died in 
Rutherford County in 1842. Oney Mullens was a daughter of John H. Mullins and Johanna Terry. 
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She was born about 1775 in Charlotte County, Virginia. Her father died there in 1809. In his will, 
written in 1807, John Mullins gave the use of a slave named Luckey, and any of her issue, to his 
daughter Oney during her lifetime. Luckey and any of her issue were to be returned to the estate 
after Oney's death. Oney is probably one of three females, ages 26-44, listed in the 1810 census 
return for her mother, Johannah Mullins, in Charlotte Co. Virginia. She appears to be living with her 
brother Thomas Mullins in Charlotte County Virginia in 1820. 


Oney Mullins, her mother Johanna, and several of her siblings, including Thomas R Mullins and 
Giles C. Mullins, migrated to Rutherford County in 1824. Her mother died there in 1827. Oney and 
her slaves appear to be listed in the household of her brother, Thomas in 1830 and 1840. 


There is no evidence that Oney Mullins ever married. She retained her maiden name until her 
death in 1842. Her brother, Thomas R. Mullins, administered her estate. He sold four of the seven 
slaves belonging to the estate of Oney Mullins in December of 1842. None were named Luckey. 
These four may have been the issue of Luckey. The remainder of Oney's estate, including slaves 
other than the issue of Luckey, was to go to her heirs. The only heirs of Oney Mullins mentioned in 
Rutherford County Court records were Isaac Ryan and Mary Ryan. These are children of Berry 
Ryan. Berry's brother, John Ryan was appointed on 1 Jul 1844 as guardian for Isaac and Mary 
Ryan, minor heirs at law of Oney Mullins, dec'd. 


Berry Ryan is listed in the 1840 census of Williamson County, Tennessee. His family consisted of 1 
male under ten, 1 female under ten, one male 26-44 and one female 26-44. The adult female 
would have been born between 1796 and 1814. There were no young females living in the 
household of Johannah Mullens in 1810, so Oney's daughter was probably born beteen 1810 and 
1814. 


From this it can be concluded that Oney Mullins had a daughter, most likely out of wedlock, whose 
name is yet unknown. The daughter was probably born about 1810 in Charlotte County, Virginia 
and married Berry Ryan in Tennessee about 1835. Their first child, Isaac, was born in 1836 and 
the second, Mary, was born in 1839. Oney's daughter died some time between Aug 1840, when 
the census was taken, and Jul 1844, when John Ryan was named guardian. It is probable that she 
died in Williamson County in 1841 or 1842, before the death of her mother.

Note: the 1810 Charlotte County census lists Johannah Mullins. There were three females 26-45 
(one of which was probably Oney), but no females under 10 (Oney's daughter). The daughter may 
have been living with one of her brothers.<1>

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Chapter 3. Richard Whitehead Family 


This chapter is an extension of materials presented in Chapter 2. It would be of interest 

to descendants of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead. Mary's father, Richard Whitehead, was a 
wealthy landowner in Virginia. Much of the land he acquired was a result of the headright system, 
which provided 50 acres of land for each individual that Richard transported into the Colonies. 


| have included a short biography of Richard Whitehead which provides more details about his life 
in Virginia. In short, as a large landowner, he was a strong supporter of William Berkeley, 
Governor of the Colony of Virginia. Consequently, during Bacon's Rebellion, Whitehead was 
imprisoned by the rebels and much of his land was plundered. After the rebellion, Whitehead 
secured a government job as Clerk to the Proprietary agent for Lord Fairfax, and later was 
appointed County Surveyor for King and Queen County. During this time he continued to transport 
headrights and his estate continued to grow. 


Richard Whitehead, On 12 Aug 1698, issued a deed of gift to his son-in-law, Philip Ryan, and his 
grandson, Whitehead Ryan for 600 ac along the Mattaponi River in St. John's Parish, King & 
Queen County. This portion of King & Queen County was located in the newly formed King William 
County in 1702. Richard died in 1701 or 1702 in Gloucester County. He left a will, which is 
mentioned in various deeds, but it did not survive the fire that destroyed the Gloucester County 
Courthouse in 1820. Surviving deeds show that Richard left land to his son Philip and daughter 
Damazina. It is likely that he also left land to his daughter Mary, or if she had died, to her heirs. 
Most deed records from King William County were destroyed by a fire in 1885, and none of the 
surviving records mention Mary Ryan or her heirs.

This is consistent with a theory that Richard Whitehead came from Lancaster, Lancashire, 
England, based on the similarity of the coat of arms on Richard's seal on Virginia deeds to the 
Whitehead coat of arms of Lancashire. Crozier's Verginia Heralica states, "The arms on the seal 
are those of Whitehead, Lancashire, England." 


However, there is also evidence that Richard may have come from Binfield, Berkshire, England. In 
her last will and testament, made in 1679, Mary Whitehead of Binfield, left her gold wedding ring to 
her son, Richard Whitehead of Virginia. One might assume this is the same Richard Whitehead 
who was present in Rappahannock County Virginia in 1671. Unfortunately, there were at least two 
Richard Whiteheads residing in Virginia in 1679. Richard Longest of Kingstone Parish, Gloucester 
County, Virginia transported several head rights on 26 Sep 1678. One of these was named Rich 
Whitehead. This Richard might have been the son of Mary Whitehead of Binford. 


Binfield is near London, while Oldham is close to Lancaster and Manchester. The two areas are 
well over 100 miles apart. It is possible that Mary and her husband moved from Lancashire to 
Berkshire between 1639 and 1679. Additional research will hopefully uncover the actual date and

Biography of Richard Whitehead: 

Richard Whitehead was born about 1638, probably in Lancashire, England. The seal found on 
original deeds signed by Richard Whitehead in Virginia is nearly identical to the coat of arms 
belonging to the Whitehead family of Uplands Hall, near Lancaster, in Lancashire. 


Richard married Damizina about 1659 and they had at least three children, all born in 
England: Mary, the eldest daughter, who married Philip Ryan, Damizina, who married Richard 
Allard, and Philip, who married Elizabeth __. There is a record in the Abingdon Parish Register, 
Gloucester County, of the birth of Mary, daughter of Richard and Elizabeth Whitehead on 6 Nov 
1681. This Richard, b. abt 1660, could be the son of Richard and Damizina, but no further 
information has been found for him. The family emigrated to Virginia before 9 Jun 1671, when 
Richard was listed as a witness for two of John Prosser's deeds recorded in Rappahannock 
County. 


Richard became a large land holder in Virginia. He received a patent for 814 1/4 acres on 15 Mar 
1672/3. This was the same land originally granted to Thomas Hawkins in 1666, who had failed to 
seat the land in the alloted time. Whitehead obtained the land for the transportation of fifteen head 
rights, who were listed on the patent. He made extensive use of the head right system which gave 
anyone the right to receive 50 acres of land for each person for whom transportation to the 
Colonies was paid. The voyage from England to America cost on average six pounds stering per 
person. The people transported were usually poor indentured servants, criminals, or Negro slaves. 
The indentured servants signed contracts for service of four to seven years in exchange for 
transportation to the Colonies, room & board, clothing, and usually some arrangement for their 
welfare when the indenture was completed. They worked on plantations which produced primarily 
tobacco, which was a much desired commodity in Europe at the time. 


Richard joined with Tobias Hansford and Philip Ludwell to transport 400 individuals to Virginia, for 
which they received a patent for 20,000 acres in New Kent County in the Pamunkey Neck 
between the Mattaponi and Pamunkey Rivers on 24 Oct 1673 . The Pamunkey Neck remained in 
New Kent County until 1691, when it became part of the new county of King & Queen. King 
William County was formed from the western part of King & Queen County in 1702. Because of 
land disputes with settlers and Indians in this area, patents were not allowed to be seated until Jun 
of 1699. Selected patents were reissued in 1699. These 20,000 acres were divided into four 
parcels of 5000 ac. Two of these were issued to Richard Whitehead. 


Richard imported another 40 persons for which he received a patent for 2000 acres on 8 Apr 


1674. The land was located in Rappahannock County and New Kent County on the west side of 
Portobogo Trail. Whitehead and his wife Damizina sold this tract along the Rappahanock River, 
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near Muddy Creek, to Thomas Comer on 2 Feb 1681/2. Richard was granted another patent of 
900 ac in New Kent County in 1675, land that was formerly granted to David Prickard, but 
deserted by him. 


The headright system contributed to a division of the colonial seventeenth century population into 
the wealthy plantation owners and the poor servants. There was a middle class composed of small 
landowners. Many of these were immigrants who were able to pay their own way and work on land 
gained from the headright system. Richard Whitehead, gentleman, was clearly one of the large 
landholders and a supporter of the Virginia colonial government. And for this he paid a price. 
Indian uprisings along the Potomac in the 1670s became common and people along the frontier 
became angry with Governor William Berkeley for not taking a more aggressive stance. Nathaniel 
Bacon Jr. led a troop against the Indians without the approval of the governor. After killing scores 
of Indians, Bacon turned his vengeance on the government and the aristocracy that supported the 
government. During Bacon's Rebellion of 1676 Richard Whitehead's land was plundered and he 
was imprisoned. Berkeley was able to put down the insurrection early in 1677, and the prisoners, 
including Whitehead, were released. 


Philip Ludwell, who joined with Whitehead and Hansford in 1672/3 to transport 400 head rights, 
also had his land plundered during Bacon's rebellion. Ludwell became deputy Secretary of State 
for the Colony of Virginia on 19 Nov 1674. He was a good friend of governor William Berkeley and 
married Berkeley's widow, Lady Frances Culpeper. Ludwell was appointed as Lord Fairfax's agent 
for the Northern Neck Proprietary between 1689 and 1693. Ludwell was surveyor general of 
Virginia and speaker of the House of Burgesses in Virginia. In 1693 Ludwell became Governor of 
both North Carolina and South Carolina. 


Philip Ludwell, as Proprietary agent for Lord Fairfax, hired Richard Whitehead in 1689 to be Clerk 
of the Proprietor's Office for the Northern Neck. Whitehead received a letter from Lord Faifax & 
Alexander Culpeper that year commending him for his behavior and the conduct of his office. 
Ludwell became Governor of the two Carolinas in 1693 and was succeeded by Proprietary agents 
William Fitzhugh and George Brent. These men were not at all satisfied with Whitehead's 
performance as Clerk. On 14 Dec 1695 they wrote Ludwell a letter decribing Whitehead's 
performance in hopes that he could help rectify the situation. The account Whitehead sent to the 
masters in England was rejected for being "irregular and unintelligible," and Fitzhugh and Brent 
were ordered to "cause him to clear those objections." After explaining the situation to Whitehead, 
they found his revised account to be "as unintelligible as the former." They lamented to Ludwell 
that "could we but have an account from him that would not make us blush to send to our masters 
... for the masters have not a farthing ... the Proprietors have had nothing, your honor nothing, and 
we only a list of debts that will rise to nothing." Ludwell's response, if any, has not survived. 
Whitehead appears to have left the office shortly thereafter. 


The office of the Proprietary agents was located in Westmoreland County, but Richard Whitehead 
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made his home in Abingdon Parish, Gloucester County, along the York River. The distance from 
home to office was too great to commute on a regular basis. While conducting business of the 
agents, Whitehead and his family stayed with Madam Frances Spencer, widow of Nicholas 
Spencer, acting Governor of the Colony of Virginia between 1683 and 1684. Nicholas Spencer 
Junior also had a position with the Proprietary agents. 


About the same time that Whitehead was experiencing criticism for his performance with the 
Proprietary agents, he was also accused by James Turner of New Kent County of forging the 
name of Samuel Snead to a bill, and set his mark to it. To this scandelous accusation, Whitehead 
submitted a petition to the Governor and Council of Virginia, vehemently denying the accusation. 
Whitehead accused Turner of "not being thereof ignorant, but envying the happy estate of your 
petitioner, and wickedly and maliciously intending not only to take away, wound and destroy your 
petitioner's good name and repute, but likewise to bring and induce your petitioner into the danger 
of the penalties of the law ... prays that your Honors would take such course for the clearing of 
your petitioner's reputation against the said Turner as in your grave and wise judgment shall be 
agreeable to justice." The outcome of this petition is not known. Court records for New Kent 
County were destroyed by fire long ago. Had Turner's allegations been true, Whitehead would 
surely have been tried and found guilty of forgery. There is no evidence that this ever happened. 
Still, Whitehead's reputation could not have been helped by Turner's accusation. 


Throught this time Whitehead continued to acquire more land. On 20 Apr 1685, for the 
transportation of four persons, Whitehead was granted a patent for 180 acres in Abingdon and 
Ware Parishes. Whitehead surveyed land belonging to James Baughan in April of 1686, and the 
next month he was appointed as Deputy Surveyor for the counties of Gloucester and York. The 
appointment was as a substitute for the County Surveyor, Lawrence Smith, who was called to 
England for a time. In 1699 he was appointed Surveyor of King and Queen County. 


Richard Whitehead acquired another patent for 393 acres on 19 Dec 1694, this time in Stafford 
County. At that time he owned land in Gloucester, New Kent, King & Queen and Stafford Counties. 
On 12 Aug 1698 he issued a deed of gift to his son-in-law, Philip Ryan, and his grandson, 
Whitehead Ryan for 600 ac along the Mattaponi River in St. John's Parish, King & Queen County. 
This portion of King & Queen County became King William County in 1702. In another deed of gift, 
Richard gave his son, Philip, land in King & Queen County. This gift was mentioned in a deed from 
Philip Whitehead of King William County to Edmund Berkeley, recorded 20 Nov 1707 in King 
William County. A deed from Richard Allard and his wife Damazinah to Philip Whitehead, dated 16 
Oct 1702 states that 400 acres of land, located on the south side of the Mattaponi River, near 
Philip Ryan's corner, was given to Damazinah Allard by the last will and testament of Richard 
Whitehead. 


According to Philip Whitehead's deed to Berkeley and the Allard deed to Philip, the last will and 
testament of Richard Whitehead was written 13 May 1701. It was probably recorded in Gloucester 
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County. Unfortunately, the early court records of Gloucester, King & Queen, and King William 
Counties have all been destoyed by fires. It is not clear how his estate was distributed, but from 
what we see in these deeds, son Philip and daughter Damizina each received land, and it is likely 
that his daughter Mary, if still living, or her heirs also rceived a portion of Richard's estate. Richard 
would have died between 13 May 1701, when he made his will, and 16 Oct 1702, when Allard sold 
land to Philip, the same land that Philip inherited from Richard. It is not known when Richard's 
wife, Damizina, died. It appears that she did not relinquish dower for the land gifted to Philip & 
Whitehead Ryan, so may have died before 12 Aug 1698. Damizina was mentioned in a lawsuit 
filed against Madam Frances Spencer in 1693. 


Notes and Sequence of Events: 


Land Transaction, 9 June 1671 

Richard Whitehead was mentioned in a land transaction in Rappahannock County, Virginia, on 9 
June 1671. Richard Whitehead witnesses 2 deeds, p. 514 John Prosser to John Stephens, 9 Jun 
1671; p. 519 John Prosser to Henry Thackrey, 9 Jun 1671.<8> 


Land Grant, 14 March 1672/73 

Richard Whitehead was granted land in Rappahannock County, Virginia, on 14 March 1672/73. 
Rich Whitehead hath order granted to pattent 812 1/4 ac of land on the south side of 
Rappahannock River: begineth at the lower falls, granted to Tho Hawkins 2 Jun 1666 and by him 
deserted, and further due by transportation of 15 persons. Recorded 15 Mar 1672/3.<9, 10> 


Land Grant, 24 October 1673 

Richard Whitehead was granted land in Gloucester County, Virginia, on 24 October 1673. Patent 
for 20,000 ac situated lying and being in the County of New Kent on ye south side of Monapony 
River in Pamunkey Neck, granted to Tobias Hansford, Philip Ludwell and Richard Whitehead in 
New Kent County for the transport of 400 individuals. Because of land disputes with settlers and 
Indians in this area, patents were not allowed to be seated until Jun of 1699. Selected patents 
were reissued in 1699. These 20,000 acres appear to have been divided into four tracts of 5000 
acres each: 


1) A tract of 5000 ac on Mattaponi River, is mentioned in a deed from Richard Whitehead to 
William Beck, dated 5 Jun 1699. 


2) Another tract of 5000 ac was awarded to Sampson Darrell on 21 Oct 1699, "part of twenty 
thousand acres of land formerly granted to Philip Ludwell, Tobias Hanford and Richard Whithead 
by patent dated the 24th day of October 1673. The said land being due unto the said Sampson 
Darrell by right of intremarriage with Elizabeth Hanford, the daughter and heir of the aforesaid 
Tobias Handford..." 
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3) Another tract of 5000 ac was awarded 22 Oct 1699 to Major Lewis Burwell, in Pamunkey Neck, 
King & Queen Co, beginning at the upper Herrin Creek, Mattapony River ... being part of a 
dividend of twenty thousand acres formerly granted unto Philip Ludwell, Tobias Handford and 
Richard Whitehead by patent under the hand of the Rt Honorable Sir William Berkeley, 24 Oct 
1673. Prepared pursuant to an order of the Gen'l Court 18 Oct 1699, the bounds being taken out 
of a deed of sale made by Philip Ludwell to the sd Burwell dated the 22nd Oct in the seventh year 
of this present Majesty's Reign. 


4) 5000 ac granted to Richard Whitehead of Gloucester Co on 26 Oct 1699, land in King & Queen 
County in the Pamunkey Neck, standing on the bank of Mattapony River, being part of 20,000 
acres granted to Philip Ludwell, Tobias Handford and Richard Whitehead on 24 Oct 1673. 


Lt. Col. Philip Ludwell became deputy Secretary of State for the Colony of Virginia on 19 Nov 
1674. He was appointed by his brother, then Secretary of State, Thomas Ludwell, who had 
business to attend to in England. Thomas died after returning to Virginia and Philip served in his 
place until 3 Oct 1678. Philip was a good friend of Governor William Berkeley and witnessed 
Berkeley's last will and testament, made 2 May 1676. Three years after Berkeley's death, Ludwell 
married Berkeley's widow, Lady Frances Culpeper. At that time she was the most wealthy person 
living in the colonies. She outlived all her children from her previous marriages and Ludwell 
inherited her fortune when she died. Ludwell was appointed as Lord Fairfax's agent for the 
Northern Neck Proprietary between 1689 and 1693, and hired Richard Whitehead as his clerk. 
Ludwell was surveyor general of Virginia and speaker of the House of Burgesses in Virginia. In 


Land Grant, 8 April 1674 

Richard Whitehead was granted land in Rappahannock County, Virginia, on 8 April 1674. Richard 
Whitehead patent for 2000 acres in the counties of Rappahannock & New Kent. On the west side 
of Portobago Path for the transport of 40 persons (listed on the grant).<15> 


Land Grant, 5 October 1675 

Richard Whitehead was granted land in New Kent County, Virginia, on 5 October 1675. Mr. Rich'd 
Whitehead hath order granted to patent 900 ac of land lying upon Arracaco Swamp in New Kent 
County formerly granted to David Prickard & for want of seating by him deserted rights entered in 
ye office according to law.<16> 


Court Record, 6 October 1675 

A Court record for Richard Whitehead was recorded on 6 October 1675 in Virginia. Collis vs. 
Greene. Mr. Rich Whitehead & Rob't Colles petitioning to this court for their opinion concerning 
their ffees due from Sarah Greene who was a criminal. It is the opinion that the said Sarah Greene 
pay them their ffees if she have any estate, if not the court to pay ye said ffees according to Act.. 
The court being informed that the Assembly hath payd the juries charges. <17> 
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Miscellaneous Entry for Richard Whitehead, Gloucester County, Virginia, 15 October 1677. 
A List of the names of those worthy persons, whose services and sufferings by the late Rebell 
Nathaniel Bacon, Junior, & his party, have been Reported to us most signal and Eminent, during 
the late unhappy troubles in Virginia, And Particularly of such, whose approved Loyaltie, constancy 
and courage hath rendered them most deserving of his Majestie's Royall Remark as followeth: 


... Col. Philip Ludwell, one that was constantly in the Governor's service, and was not onely 
plundered in his owne Personall Estate, but also of the Estate of an Orphan's comitted to his trust, 
for the loss whereof hee seems more concerned than for his. 


... Mr. Richard Whitehead, Mr. Edmund Gwynne, Great sufferers in Estate by Plundering and in 
prison by the Rebells. 


... Fhe good Queen of Pamunkey, a faithfull friend to, and lover of the English and their interest, 
whose sufferings by the late Rebells have beene very much many wayes, being driven out into the 
wild woods and there almost famished, Plundered of all shee had, her People taken Prisoners and 
sold, the Queen was also robbed of her rich watchcoat for which she had great value, and offered 
to redeem at any rate. 


...[signed] JOHN BERRY. Ed. in, Octob. 15th,1677.<18, 19> 

There is a record in the Abingdon Parish Register of the birth of Mary, daughter of Richard and 
Elizabeth Whitehead on 6 Nov 1681, baptized 12 Dec 1681. This Richard, b. abt 1660, could be 
the son of Richard and Damizina, but no further information has been found for him.<20> 


Land Sale, 2 February 1681/82 

Richard Whitehead sold land in Rappahannock County, Virginia, on 2 February 1681/82. Damizina 
wife of Richard Whitehead was also mentioned in the sale. Richard Whitehead, planter, of the 
Parish of Abington in the County of Glocester, planter, to Thomas Comer of Parish of Ware, for 
1000 pounds of sweet scented tobacco, 2000 ac in Rappahanock Co, along Muddy Creek and 
Rappahanock River, bounded by Clarke & Thornton. Signed Richard Whitehead and Damazina 
Whitehead (signed by both - no marks). Witn: James Orrill, Natl Hill, John Krilly. Whitehead and 
Damazina each selected Attorneys to represent them in Rappahanock County so the deed could 
be properly registered. Richard appointed James Harrison. Danazina appointed Daniel Gains, 
James Harrison and Edmund Crack. All were from Rappahanock County.<21, 22> 


Court Record, 23 November 1682 

Richard Whitehead appeared in a Court record for Damizina wife of Richard Whitehead involving 
Mary Whitehead which was recorded on 23 November 1682 in Rappahannock County, Virginia. 
Damizina Whitehead, wife of Richard Whitehead, of Abingdon Parish in Gloucester County 
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relinquishes her right of dower for 2000 ac in Rappahannock County bought of John & George Mott 
and sold to Thomas Comer of Glocester County. Mary Whitehead (daughter) is a witness.<23, 24> 


Court Record, 23 November 1682

A Court record for Richard Whitehead was recorded on 25 May 1686 in York County, Virginia. 
Lawrence Smith, Surveyor for the County of Gloucester, appoints Richard Whitehead as Deputy 
Surveyor of York & Gloucester Counties until Smith returns from a voyage to England.<30> 


Land Transaction, 6 April 1687 

Richard Whitehead was mentioned in a land transaction in Rappahannock County, Virginia, on 6 
April 1687. Rappa Deeds 7 (1682-88) p. 437 Jacob Lumpkin to Abraham Bradley, 6 Apr 1687,

English vs Mad'm Francis Spencer 

Madam Spencer was accused of concealing several tithables by not disclosing the names of those 
residing with her by January 10th. Among those mentioned were Richard Whitehead, Philip 
Whitehead and a Negro woman Lollee att[ending] Damazina. The Whiteheads were later removed 
from the suit because they were counted as tithables in Gloucester County.<35> 


Court Record, 20 July 1693 

A Court record for Richard Whitehead was recorded on 20 July 1693 in Westmoreland County, 
Virginia. A certificate from Mr. Rich'd Whitehead Clk of the Proprietors office for the Northern Neck 
for shutting of sd office was this day publicly read by the sheriff of the county.<36> 


Court Record, 27 September 1693 

A Court record for Richard Whitehead involving Philip Whitehead was recorded on 27 September 
1693 in Westmoreland County, Virginia. English vs Spencer 

Every master of a family is required to give an account of all tithable person in their family with 
their names by the 10th June and in case any master of a family shall coceal any person or 
persons of the family, then every such concealed person or persons shall be fofeited to him that 
shall make it appearing. Nevertheless, Mad'm ffrances Spencer of the parish of Copley in the 
family of Weston Meddow, not being ignorant .. . did not on the 10th of June give an exact account 
of of all the tithable persons in her family...the suit is remitted back to the Court of Westmoreland 
for a full determination and tryal of the merritts... as for Ric'd and Phillipp Whitehead, they are for 
most part resident in Gloucester County and there pay their levys ... sent to jury - split jury, then 
not guilty, then guilty! She was possessed of all mentioned in the information except Mr. Nicholas 
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Spencer, Mr. Richard Whitehead and Mr. Phillip Whitehead.<37> 


Land Grant, 19 December 1694 
Richard Whitehead was granted land in Stafford County, Virginia, on 19 December 1694. Richard 
Whitehead patent for 393 ac, Stafford Co, VA near lower branch of the Potomac River.<38> 


Court Record, 1695 

A Court record for Richard Whitehead was recorded in 1695 in Virginia. PETITION OF RICH' D 
WHITEHEAD, 1695(?) 

To the Right Hon'ble the Governor and Councell of Virginia. Richard Whitehead most humbly 
sheweth That y'r petr is a faithfull Leige Subject of o'r Soveraign Lord the King, and hath during the 
tyme of his aboade here in this Collony, Lived and Continued of good name, repute and behavior 
as well towards his neighbors as w'th other good, faithfull and Hono'ble p'sons of this Collony, and 
by all the said tyme hath been Esteemed and reputed free and Cleare from any kind of falsehood, 
deceept, Forgery and other hurtfull Crimes, or from the procureing of any Such Like Crimes in any 
manner whatsoever, by reason whereof he hath not only Deservedly had and obtained the Love, 
favour and good will of all his neighbours, but alsoe by the approbation of worthy and Hon'ble 
p'sons of this Collony hath beene imployed, invested w'th and put into places and offices of great 
Trust to his Espetyall advantage and Livelihood, Notwthstandinge James Turner, of the County of 
New Kent, not beinge thereof ignorant, but Envyeinge the happy Estate of yor petion'r and 
wickedly and malitiously intendinge not only to take away, wound, and Destroy yor pet'rs good 
name and repute as aforesaid, but Likewise to bringe and induce yo'r peticon'r into the Danger of 
the paynes and penaltyes by the Lawe and Statutes of his Majestye's Kingdom of England against 
Forgery, did, on or about the six and twentyeth of December last past, publish, pronounce and w'th 
an audible voice Declare theise false and scandalous words to and of yo'r pet'r in the p'sence and 
hearinge of divers good and faithfull subjects - To wit, That thou (meaninge yor pet'r) art a Forger 
Fellow, for thou forged a Bill in the name of Samuel Snead, and Set his mark to it, anid | will prove 
it, by reason of the speakinge of w'en false and scandalous words yo'r pet'rs, good name is much 
wounded and he thereby much P'judiced. Hee therefore humbly prayes that yo'r Honors would 
take such Course for the Clearinge of yo'r pet'rs reputation against the said Turner as in yo'r grave 
and wise judgment shall be agreeable to justice. 

And he shall pray, &c.

Miscellaneous Entry for Richard Whitehead, Virginia, 14 December 1695. 

A letter addressed to Philp Ludwell, at his estate Rich Neck, near Williamsburg, from Wm Fitzhugh 
and Geo Brent is reproduced in the Virginia Magazine of history and biography. As a preface to 
this letter, the author, Richard Beale Davis, explains that William Fitzhugh and George Brent were 
Proprietary agents who had succeded Philip Ludwell, who had held that post from 1689 to 1693. 
Ludwell had hired Richard Whitehead as Clerk to the agent of the Proprietary of the Northern 
Neck. Davis writes: "Ludwell's resident deputies, the younger Nicholas Spencer and Francis

Wright, had proved inept in their dealings with landholders, among other things in land leases and 
quitrents. Inept also was the man who actually did most of the work for the Ludwell agency, 
Richard Whitehead ... Clearly the Proprietors or their fiscal agents in England were not at all 
satisfied with Whitehead and the muddled accounts. The incumbent agents, Fitzhugh and Brent, 
apparently felt that they had to appeal to Whitehead's former employer, former agent Philip 
Ludwell, presumably to get from Whitehead some lucid and understandable statement." 


The office of the Proprietary agent was located in Westmoreland County. Whitehead lived in 
Gloucester County, but when working as Clerk he and his family stayed with Madam Frances 
Spencer, widow of Nicholas Spencer, Sr. Spencer's son Nicholas Jr (mentioned above) also 
worked in the same office. 


Relevant portions of the letter follow. Clearly the agents were not happy with Whitehead's 
performance as clerk: In regards to Mr. Whitehead "wee are delema’d, he having not yet put us 
into any way to answer his desiers. his accot: sent for England was by our masters objected agst:, 
& wee commanded to cause him to cleare those objections; we shewed them to him, had your 
honors sentiments that the accot: was bouth irregular, and unintelligible, and aught not to bee 
allowed; which you are still pleased to say. wee took friendly paines to put him in a method to state 
his accounts ... shewing him that nothing but such an accot:, could shew what [your] honors 1/5 
part was which you had soe generously given him: and from thence his due salerey would arise. 
when he came againe, we thought wee could not mis haveing such a staition: but instead of that 
an accot: as unintelligable as the former ... wee believe you meane that such farther allowance 
must arise out of the proffitts made by him: and not from any thing ex post facto: to which wee 
shall redily agree; could wee but have an accot: from him that would not make us blush, to 
send our masters, its a strange employ, that the masters have not a farthing, and the steward 
ruined; and yet this is the case; the Propritors have had nothing, your honor nothing, and wee only 
a list of debts that will rise to nothing." 


This letter has a very different tone than the one to Whitehead from Fairfax and Culpeper in 1689, 
which commended him for the way he handled the office.<40>

Land Sale by Philip Whitehead, 24 April 1703 

were mentioned on 24 April 1703 in the sale of land by Philip Whitehead in King William County, 
Virginia. Deed, Philip Whitehead, Gloucester County, Petsworth Parish to Richard Yarbrough, 200 
ac in King William County, part of a patent of 5000 ac patented by Richard Whitehead, granted by 
his last will and testament to mee, bounded by Sampson Darrell, running thence along Ryan's 
back line ... signed Phil. Whitehead. Eliz'a, wife to the sd Philip Wh,itehead relinquihes her right to 
dower. 


"Ryan's back line" probably refers to the land gifted to Philip Ryan and son Whitehead Ryan by 
Richard Whitehead in 1698.

not guilty, then guilty! She was possessed of all mentioned in the information except Mr. Nicholas

dec'd, by his Last will and Testament being dated ye 23rd day of May 17071, lying in the County of 
King William in Pamunkey Neck, lately called King and Queen County. Signed Richard Allard ("X", 
his mark, Damazinah Allard (signature). Recorded 20 Nov 1702.<1, 2>

"Ryan's back line" probably refers to the land gifted to Philip Ryan and son Whitehead Ryan by 
Richard Whitehead in 1698. This land was in King and Queen County in 1698, but became part of 
King William County when it was taken from King & Queen County in 1701. Another possibility is 
that the land mentioned in this deed was land left to Mary Whitehead Ryan or her heirs after the 
death of her father.<1>

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Chapter 4. Descendants of Philip Ryan and Elizabeth 
Mills 


The people recorded in this chapter descend from Philip Ryan and Elizabeth Mills, who were 
married on 7 Mar 1766 in Saint James Northam Parish, Goochland County, Virginia. This Philip is 
often confused with Philip Ryan who married Jean/Jane Bullington in 1751 at the same place. 
Records presented in Chapter 2 show that Jane Bullington Ryan was very much alive as late as 
1787. Jane's husband, Philip, son of Philip and Sarah Ryan, died before 16 Apr 1770. He is clearly 
not the same man who married Elizabeth Mills in 1766. 


Philip Ryan, husband of Elizabeth Mills, was most likely a grandson of Philip Ryan and Mary 
Whitehead. This would make him a first cousin to Philip Ryan, son of Philip and Sarah. As was 
pointed out in Chapter 2, Philip Ryan, the immigrant, and his wife Mary Whitehead are known to 
have had three sons: Philip, Whitehead and Peter. Philip and Whitehead each had sons named 
Philip, different from the Philip who married Elizabeth Mills. Little is known of Peter Ryan. He may 
have been the father of the Philip Ryan considered in this chapter. However, it is quite possible 
that Philip and Mary Ryan had other sons in addition to the three named above. 


Philip Ryan, the immigrant, was a large land holder. It is likely that he left a last will and testament 
in King William County, Virginia. Unfortunately, all probate records and many other early records of 
that county were destroyed by fire. Consequently, we don't know when Philip died, nor do we know 
the names of his other children. Rather than assume Philip, husband of Elizabeth Mills, to be a 
son of Peter, | have placed him as the subject of this, a separate chapter. However, | am 
reasonably sure he is a grandson of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead. Hopefully, DNA evidence 
will eventually help solve this mystery.

Birth: 

Philip Ryan was born about 1740 in Goochland County, Virginia. Philip is almost certainly a 
grandson of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead, who had three known sons: Whitehead, Philip and 
Peter. Their sons Philip and Whitehead each had sons named Philip, different than the Philip 
presented here. 


Philip, son of Whitehead and his wife Millie, was born about 1733. He lived in Chesterfield and 
Prince Edward Counties until about 1765, when he married Obedience Rowland. They moved to 
Pittsylvania County, on land which was later located in Henry County. They remained in Henry 
County until 1805, relocating to Georgia, where Philip died in 1822. 


Philip, son of Philip Ryan and his wife Sarah, was born about 1722. He lived in Goochland County 
and married Jane Bullington there in 1751. Philip died in Goochland County before 1779, when it 
was recommended that his widow, Jane Ryan, mother of two soldiers serving in the military, 
receive money for her sustenance. 


So, who are the parents of Philip Ryan, who was born about 1740, married Elizabeth Mills in 1766, 
and died in 1803? He was not a grandson of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead by either of their 
sons Philip or Whitehead. He was born too early to have been a son of any of Philip and Mary's 
known grandsons. It is likely that he is the son of another of Philip and Mary's sons. Peter Ryan is 
a possibility, though very little is known about him. We simply don't know how many more sons 
they may have had. Perhaps DNA studies in the future might shed light on this Philip's parentage. 


Marriage: 
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Philip Ryan and Elizabeth Mills were married on 7 March 1766 at St. James Northam Parish in 
Goochland County, Virginia. The Douglas Register records the marriage between Philip Ryan and 
Elizabeth Mills (or Miln) on 7 Mar 1766. Many sources site the groom as Philip, son of Philip Ryan 
and Sarah Whitehead. However, the same Douglas Register shows that Ann Morning Ryan, 
daughter of Philip Ryan and Jean Bullinton was born 24 Apr 1768. It is doubtful that Philip had two 
wives at the same time, so the Philip Ryan that married Elizabeth Mills is not the son of Philip 
Ryan and Sarah Whitehead. He may be a son of Phillip's brother, Peter Ryan.<1> 


Death: 
Philip Ryan died before 17 October 1803 in Goochland County, Virginia. 


Biography of Philip Ryan: 

Philip Ryan was born about 1740 in Goochland County, Virginia. His parents are unknown, 
although it is likely that his grandparents were Philip Ryan (b. 1662) and Mary Whitehead. He is 
often confused with Philip Ryan Junior, son of Philip Ryan Senior (b. 1697) and his wife Sarah. 
That Philip Ryan married Jane Bullington in 1751 and died before 1779 in Goochland County. 
Philip Ryan (b. abt 1740), the subject of this sketch, married Elizabeth Mills in 1766 in Goochland 
County, Virginia. Many sources state this was a second marriage for Philip Junior, but Philip 
Junior's widow, Jane, was still living in Goochland County as late as 1787. 


Philip purchased 50 acres of land on the Plumb tree branch in 1780, land formerly owned by David 
Alvis. The Plumb tree branch is a branch of Lickinghole Creek, so Philip's family was living in the 
same area as the children of Philip Ryan Jr. Philip purchased another 50 acre tract on the Plumb 
tree branch in 1787. He is listed on Goochland County tax lists until 1790. He moved his family to 
Louisa County in 1791, but did not purchase any land there. Tax records show he resided in 
Louisa County until at least 1798. He appears to have moved back to his property in Goochland 
County before his death in October of 1803. His estate was probated on 17 Oct 1803 in 
Goochland County, Virginia. John Ryan was granted letters of administration and James Ryan and 
Thomas Ryan were his securities. 


Philip Ryan and Elizabeth Mills were married on 7 Mar 1766 at St. James Northam Parish in 
Goochland County, Virginia. They had at least four children: John, James, Elizabeth, and Thomas. 
Their son James is listed with Philip on the 1788 Goochland County Property Tax List. James 
married Lucy Alvis in 1788 and remained in Goochland County. Philip and Elizabeth's daughter, 
Elizabeth, married Bolden Badget in Louisa County on 14 May 1793. Their son Thomas married 
Peggy Ward in Louisa County in 1798. Thomas moved back to Goochland County that same year. 
Philip’s widow, Elizabeth Ryan, was listed by herself in the 1810 Goochland County census. No 
record of her death has been found. 


Sons of Philip Ryan Junior & Jane Bullington (and Jane herself in 1787) are listed together with 
Philip and his son James on some early Goochland County tax lists. They all lived in the vicinity of 
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Lickinghole Creek and the two families were undoubtedly related to each other. The two Philips 
may have been first cousins, grandchildren of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead. Philip and Mary 
had two documented sons: Philip and Whitehead. Both of them are known to have had sons 
named Philip, both of whom are different from the Philip who married Elizabeth Mills. 


Published family trees have suggested that Philip and Mary had additional sons named Sexton, 
and Peter. Philip Ryan (b. 1697) was the sexton at St. John's church in St. James Northam Parish. 
Sexton was a title, and so Sexton Ryan was the same person as Philip Ryan. Peter Ryan is 
mentioned as a witness for a deed between Philip Ryan (b. 1697) and his son Philip Ryan Junior. | 
have found no other mention of him in public records. Family trees list him as a son of Philip & 
Mary, born in 1695. If correct, he could have been the father of Philip who married Elizabeth Mills. 
Philip and Mary may well have had other sons who could have been the father or grandfather of 
Philp. Further research is clearly needed to identify Philip's parents.

For several weeks past our readers have noticed little items in regard to the 

NG Alt vccrcvcceccccesedserrssssvetes William B. Ryan. He died peacefully and without struggle on Friday 
March 30th at twenty minutes before three o'clock. His son George G. Ryan and his son-in-law Mr. 
J.N. Sumner together with his aged and faithful consort and several neighbors stood by him in his 
last moments and closed his weary eyes after the spirit had taken its flight. 

Elder Ryan was born in Virginia near Richmond August 1st, 1800, was of Irish descent, emigrated 
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with his parents to Kentucky at about the age of fifteen years. He, after attaining manhood, and 
becoming the head of a family of three children moved to Logan County, Illinois and settled near 
the present city of Lincoln, where he lived until his removal to Missouri, in the fall of 1867. Upon 
his arrival here he settled in Lamar, and became at once one of the most valued and substantial 
citizens. He was ever regarded by his neighbors as a kind friend, an honest man, a thorough 
Christian Gentleman, whose long life of good works entitled him to a willing veneration from the 
younger portions of the community. 

The latter fact is shown in the universally used name given him by all, of "FATHER RYAN." He was 
a member of the Christian Church and an effluient, faithful and successful minister of the Gospel 
for over 40 years of his life. During his last sickness which he bore with great patience, he often 
expressed his readiness to die, and his confidence in salvation thro' Christ. Nothing daunted him 
during life, if he knew his course was right, he pressed forward with characteristic energy.

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Chapter 5. Descendants of William Rion of Louisa 
County 


This chapter chronicles William Rion/Ryan, Sr. of Louisa County and his descendants. William is 
probably related to Philip Ryan of Goochland and Louisa Counties, the subject of Chapter 4. Both 
Philip and William lived in Louisa County during the 1790s. It is quite possible that Philip, born 
about 1740, and William, born about 1745, were either brothers or first cousins. If so, William 
would be yet another grandson of Philip Ryan and Mary Whitehead, whose other descendants 
were treated in Chapter 2. Possibilities for William's father would include Whitehead, Peter, or an 
unknown son of Philip and Mary Ryan. Their son Philip Ryan is probably not a good candidate 
since Philip's son William was clearly not the same person as the subject of this chapter. 


William Ryan Sr.'s oldest son, William Rion/Ryan Junior, married Nancy Armstrong in 1795. They 
had one child, Mary or Polly Ryan. Some family trees show that William and Nancy also had a 
son, John who married Elizabeth Badget and moved to Sumner County, Tennessee. However, 
documents referenced in this chapter show that John was actually a son of William Rion Senior 
and his wife Nancy. There could be a connection between John Ryan and the family of Patrick 
Ryan (Chapter 8), who also lived in Sumner County, Tennessee in the 1820s.

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County, Virginia tax list. William Ryan of Saint Martin's parish, Louisa County, purchased 64 acres 
of land along Tomahawk Creek from Richard Richardson and Ann his wife on 21 Sep 1795. He 
purchased an additional 25 acres on Richardson's Spring branch from William Poinexter on 15 
Dec 1813. William lived in Louisa County until his death in 1823. 


The Last Will and Testament of William Ryan, written 12 Dec 1822 in Louisa County mentions his 
beloved wife; son Francis Ryon, the land on which William lived to be given Francis at the death of 
his mother on the condition of his living with her during her life and providing for her support; sons 
John Ryon and Francis Ryon; daughter Nancy Corley; granddaughter Polly W. Harris; the children 
of Polly Kersey, dec'd to have their mother's portion; daughter Sarah Foster. His son Francis was 
named as executor. William signed his will with his mark. James Ryon was one of the witnesses. 
The will was proved 8 Sep 1823. Probate was not arranged until 14 Jun 1824 because no one 
seemed to be in a hurry to administer William's estate: "Ordered that the estate of William Ryan, 
who has been dead more than three months and no person applying for administration on his 
estate, be committed to the hands of John Jackson, sheriff of this county and that he administer 
the same according to law." 


A 25 acre parcel of land in Louisa County belonging to William Ryan remained undistributed until 
1838. William's granddaughter, Mary W. Harris and her husband John A. Harris brought suit 
against the other heirs of William Ryan in 1838, most who lived outside Virginia. The land was sold 
in January of 1839. 


William Ryan and Nancy ___ were married about 1767 in Virginia. Nancy was born about 1748 in 
Virginia. Her given name, Nancy, is found in the marriage record of her daughter, Nancy. She was 
living with her son Francis in 1830 and died shortly thereafter. William and Nancy Ryan had the 
following known children: John, William, Sarah, Nancy, Jane, Polly and Francis. 


It is likely that William Ryon is related to Philip Ryan of Louisa County and to the Ryan-Whitehead 
family of Goochland County, Virginia.

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Chapter 6. Descendants of William Ryan & Antheney 
Damron 


Descendants of William Ryan and Antheney Damron are presented in this chapter. Very little is 
known about this William Ryan. One account states he was originally from County Limerick in 
Ireland and immigrated by way of England in 1772. This has not been confirmed. Another source 
suggests that this William is possibly the same person as William Evan Ryan, son of John Ryan 
and Unity Toney (Chapter 2). This is also unconfirmed. 


What we do know is that William Ryan and Antheney Damron, daughter of George Damron, had 
an illegitimate son, born in Buckingham County, Virginia, in 1774. For most of his life this son went 
by the name William Ryan Damron, taking the surname of his mother. He used that name almost 
exclusively until 1833. From that year to his death in 1860 he preferred using the name "William 
Ryan." 


William Ryan Damron lived in Buckingham County until about 1799, when he moved to Amherst 
County. He lived in that portion of Amherst County that became Nelson County in 1807. Philip 
Ryan, son of John and Unity Ryan, also lived in that same area, so it is possible that there was a 
connection with the Ryans in Chapter 2. William Ryan, son of Philip and Sarah Ryan, was also 
living in nearby Amherst County in 1773.

Biography of William Ryan: 

Very little is known about William Ryan of Buckingham County, Virginia. Some information is given 
in a sketch of a descendant, William Edward Ryan, found in Roane County West Virginia Family 
Histories: 


"William Edward Ryan's paternal grandparents can be traced to William Ryan who came from 
England to Buckingham County, Virginia in 1772." The sketch goes on to state: "William Ryan 
marrried Antheney Damron and they had only one child also known only as William. The son 
William married Elizabeth Damron, who was the daughter of Michael Damron and Lucy Thomas. 
William and Elizabeth had four children." One of these, William W. Ryan married Sarah Hundley. 
Thomas Perry Ryan, one of their children married Adaline Harper and one of their children was 
William Edward Ryan, the subject of the sketch. So, it would appear that William Edward was not 
the grandson of the immigrant, as originally stated in the sketch, but rather his great-great 
grandson. 


The sketch states that William Ryan and Antheney Damron were married. However, The War of 
1812 pension application of William's son, William, contains a deposition by Obediah Proffitt which 
reveals that the younger William was the illegitimate child of William Ryan. For much of his life, the 
younger William was known as William Ryan Damron, taking the surname of his mother. 


Very little is known about the mother of William Ryan Damron. The sketch mentioned above gives 
her name as Antheney Damron. It is tempting to interpret the name "Antheney Damron" as 
actually being Ann Toney Damron or Ann Thaney Damron. The 1773 Buckingham County list of 
titables records her name as Thena Dameron. She was most likely a sister of the younger 
William's father-in-law, Michael Damron. Michael's father, George Damron married Ann 
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Thaney/Toney in Arbemarle County Virginia. Although there is no hard evidence, it is reasonable 
to asume that they named one of their daughters after George's mother. The oldest daughter of 
William Ryan Damron and Elizabeth Damron married Obediah Proffitt. Obediah's War of 1812 
Pension documents give his wife's maiden name as Antena Ryan. She is most likely named after 
William's mother. 


The appearance of the Toney name in the Ryan-Damron line has caused some to suggest a 
connection with descendants of John Ryan, who married Unity Toney. Unity Toney, daughter of 
Charles Toney, had a sister named Ann Toney. Could she have been the Ann Toney who married 
George Damron? Charles Toney's will, written 1774 in Goochland County, lists his daughter Ann 
as Ann Toney, not Ann Damron, while his daughter Unity, wife of John Ryan, was listed as Unity 
Ryan. His other married daughters were also mentioned by their married names. So, the Toney- 
Damron relationship appears to be from a Toney other than Charles. 


It has been suggested that William Evan Ryan, son of John and Unity, may have been the father of 
William Ryan Damron. He was of the right age, but there is no evidence for this. William Evan 
Ryan married Mary Chancellor in 1773 and William Ryan Damron was born to Antheney Damron 
in 1774. 


Although the above mentioned sketch states that William Ryan emigrated from England in 1772, | 
have not seen any evidence to support this. He may well have been a native of Virginia and may 
have been related to the Goochland/Amherst Ryans. It is interesting that both these Ryan lines 
claim the ancestral home to be County Tipperary in Ireland. 


Although we know William's name, we know very little of his life. Based on the birth date of his 
son, it is likely that William was born about 1750. It is unknown when or where he died. An 
Albemarle County deed in 1767 (Book 4:421) shows George Damron of Buckingham County sold 
300 acres of land in Albemarle County to George Hilton, Jr. A Buckingham County platt book 
shows that Michael Damron, brother of Altheney, owned 320 acres on the south fork of Holman 
Creek in 1782. Tax lists show Michael Damron was in Buckingham County until 1796. So the 
Damron family was in Buckingham County at least from 1769 to 1796. Thena Dameron is listed on 
the 1773 Buckingham County list of tithables, and her father, George, is listed on the 1774 list. 
This is all consistent with Altheney Damron giving birth to William Ryan Damron in Buckingham 
County in 1774. 


Presumably, William Ryan Damron's father, William Ryan, was living in Buckingham or a nearby 
county at that time. However, William Ryan is not found on the 1773 or 1774 Buckingham tax lists. 
No records of a William Ryan have been located in nearby counties, other than those presumably 
referring to the brother or uncle of John Ryan of Amherst County. Unfortunately, a courthouse fire 
in 1869 destroyed nearly all early records for Buckingham County. So the mystery of the identity of 
William Ryan, father of William Ryan Damron, continues.

Court Record, October 1782 

William Ryan appeared in a Court record for William Evan Ryan which was recorded in October 
1782 in Amherst County, Virginia. The action of Trespass & assault & battery brought by Samuel 
Bell against William Ryan abated by the sheriff's return.

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Chapter 7. Descendants of Daniel Ryan 


Daniel Ryan owned relatively large tracts of land in Halifax County. His birth date is unknown. He 
died in Halifax County in 1756, leaving a wife, Elizabeth, and three young children. Examination of 
the various deeds and other documents available to us indicate that his son Darby Ryan was only 
about 6 years old when Daniel died. Darby's two sisters were both older than Darby, but were 
listed as minors in Daniel's probate records. | estimate that Daniel Ryan married Elizabeth about 
1745 and was probably born about 1720. It is not known if Daniel was related to Philip Ryan and 
Mary Whitehead, whose descendants are recorded in Chapter 2. If so, he would not be a son of 
Philip and Mary, since Mary would have been about 59 years old when Daniel was born. 


Daniels' son Darby Ryan crossed paths with several of the other Ryan families included in this 
book. Darby lived in Henry County, Virginia until 1784. He is listed on the same 1783 Henry 
County tax list as William Ryan, son of Philip and Sarah Ryan, and Philip Ryan, son of Whitehead 
and Milley Ryan (Chapter 2). 


Darby Ryan purchased land in Guilford County on the same day in 1780 as Edward Ryan 
(Chapter 7). It is not known if Darby ever lived on his Guilford County property. He sold it in 1788, 
and twenty-six years later, William Ryan, a grandson of Edward Ryan of Guilford County NC, 
mentioned Darby Ryan's old line when he sold land that was bounded in part by that tract. 


Darby traveled to Surry County North Carolina as early as 1771, and moved his family there in 


Surry County in 1782. Patrick Ryan (Chapter 8) and Darby Ryan are both listed on the 1800 
census of Surry County.

Darby Ryan, son of Daniel and Elizabeth Ryan, was born about 1750, probably in Lunenburg 
County, Virginia. Halifax County was created from Lunenburg in 1752. Darby's father died in 
Halifax County when Darby was only six years old. Daniel left land to Darby and instructed his 
Executor, Robert Jones, to provide for the education of his three minor children. 


Darby first appears in public records on the 1771 Surry County, North Carolina tax list. By 1777 he 
had returned to Virginia, where he purchased 127 acres of land from Robert Jones in Henry 
County. Several parcels of land, originally belonging to Daniel Ryan were turned over to Darby in 
1778 and 1779. Written in the margins of the original pages of the 1753 Halifax County Survey 
Book were notes that copies had been made for Darby Ryan, son of Daniel. The location of some 
of these parcels changed from Halifax County to Pittsylvania County in 1766 and to Henry County 
in 1776. In addition to land inherited from his father, Darby also obtained a land grant in 1779 for 
129 acres in Halifax County on both sides of Nicholas Creek. Another land grant was obtained for 
300 acres in Guilford County, North Carolina in 1780. That same year he was granted two 
additional tracts in Henry County along Pigg River, totaling over 600 acres, and purchased another 
266 acres in Henry County on Smith River. Darby received additional land grants in Henry County 
in 1782 and 1783. He sold most of this land between 1782 and 1789. 


Darby moved permanently to Surry County, North Carolina in 1784. Darby Ryan of Henry County, 
Virginia purchased 200 acres on Fisher's River in Surry County. He apparently left Henry County 
without paying all of his taxes. The sheriff of Henry County was authorized to sell land belonging to 
Darby Ryan to pay for taxes due in 1784. Darby lived the rest of his life in Surry County, living 
along Fisher River. He obtained additional land along Fisher River in 1794, 1800 and 1805. He 
died intestate in 1808. Administration of his estate was granted to his widow and relict Mary Ryan 
on 9 Feb 1808. 
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Darby Ryan and Mary "Polly" Glenn were married about 1777, probably in Henry County, Virginia.

Plaintiffs accuse Ryan of fraudulently assigning real 
and personal property to his brother, Nicholas H. Ryan in a trust, and "that said trust was made on 
the 10th Dec 1841 ostensibly for the benefit of said Nicholas H. and Darby Ryan and James Ryan, 
two of whom are the brothers and the other the uncle of said Tho. J." Ryan has more recently 
moved to Nashville, TN and the Chancery Court ordered the sheriff of Davidson County to 
summon Thos J Ryan to Chancery Court in Springfield on first Monday in October, 1844.

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Chapter 8. Descendants of Edward Ryan 


Edward Ryan was born about 1715 in Virginia. He married Eleanor __s about 1733 and they had 
two sons, John and James. The family moved to North Carolina some time before 1755, when 
Edward first appeared on the Rowan County tax list. At that time Rowan County was bordered on 
the north by Halifax County, Virginia. Daniel Ryan (Chapter 6) owned land in Halifax County and 
died there in 1756. His son, Darby Ryan, moved to Surry County North Carolina about 1783. Surry 
County was formed from part of Rowan County in 1776. So it is quite possible that these two 
families were related. Edward was about 5 years older than Daniel, so they may have been 
brothers or first cousins. 


Guilford County, North Carolina was formed from Rowan County in 1770. Edward's plantation was 
located in the newly formed county. Darby Ryan, son of Daniel obtained a land grant in Guilford 
County on 1 Mar 1780, the same day that Edward Ryan also obtained a land grant of 640 acres in 
Guilford County. Both tracts were in the neighborhood of Greensboro. If Darby ever lived on this 
land, it wasn;t for long. He sold it in 1788. Interestingly enough, William Ryan, grandson of 
Edward, referred to a boundary of this same parcel of land in 1814 as "Darby Ryan's old line." 
Darby died in 1808. Clearly the families knew of each other, and they may well be related. 


Edward Ryan died in Guilford County between 1803 and 1809. | haven't found probate records for 
him. It appears he distributed all of his property to his two sons before his death. Most of his 
descendants appear to have remained in North Carolina for several generations.

Edward Ryan was issued 640 acres of land on 01 Mar 1780 in 
Guilford County, located on "Mount Pleasant on the waters of South Buffaloe" - bounded by 
William Nabens, _ Nelson. This was recorded in Land Patent Book 33 page 465 as Guilford 
County Grant # 419. The original request for this land was entered on 29 Oct 1778 and assigned 
Guilford County Entry # 457 (File No. 417). It took 1 year and 4 months to issue the grant. 


Note: Darby Ryan (No. 403) and Edward Ryan (No. 419), were both granted land in Guilford

County on the same day, 1 Mar 1780. The lands were not adjoining, but both were near 
Greesboro. It has been proposed that Edward and Darby were brothers, but we know that Darby 
was the only son of Daniel Ryan of Halifax County, VA. It is more likely that Edward might have

Carolina Militia, 71 yrs old on 5 Feb 1833.<4> 


May 1780, Military Service 

William Ryan served in the military in May 1780 in Guilford County, North Carolina. William Ryan 
Rev War Pension application S7436, North Carolina, Guilford Co, 22 Aug 1832, aged 69 yrs. He 
was first drafted for 3 months in a company commanded by Peter Oneal in May 1780, marched 
into Randolph & Chatham Counties in pursuit of Tories, returned to Martinsville and marched to 
Gen Rutherford's camp in Mecklenburg Co, then marched to Chiran Hill in SC, joining with Gen 
Gates army, returned to Salisbury and was discharged by Gen Caswell. In Oct of 1780 he 
volunteered with a troop of cavelry under Capt Daniel Gillaspie against tories, joined with Gen 
Greene & traveled to Halifax VA, returned to NC and joined with Gen Pickens & Col Pyles, 
engaged in battle of Whitcell Mill in eastern Guilford Co, where he took sick. Capt. Gillaspie 
suspected he had small pox and sent him home. He returned after the battle of Guilford, frequently 
called out against the tories who were under Col Fleming. In the summer of 1781 he marched from 
Guilford to the Raft Swamp near the SC line, where he served for two months. When he returned, 
he heard that Cornwallis had surrendered. The tories under Fleming did not surrenter but rather 
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took every opportunity to commit the most cruel and unprovoked murders, robberies & arson. 
Ryan was in the field as a volunteer with Capt Daniel Gillaspie almost constantly against the Tories 
during the summer of 1781 and spring & summer of 1782. He was born in Guilford Co NC on 17 
Sep 1762 (RJR - actually Rowan Co until 1770). A record of his age is in a bible now in his 
possession, formerly the property of his father. He has resided in Guilford County since his birth. 
He is well known to Rev Wm D. Presley & Jonathan Parker, who can testify to his honesty, That 
the officers he served under are all dead, but John McBride & Joseph Lovett can testify to his 
service.<5>

James Ryan, citizen of Palestine twp, Crawford Co, IL, aged 76 yrs, entered service 21 Jun 1780 
as a volunteer under Capt Asser Brashear, in Guilford Co NC. Marched to Salisbury where he 
joined with Gen Rutherford's brigade and marched down the Yadkin to Cherraw Hill or Long Bluff. 
Marched south, joining Gen Caswell and further south, joining General Gates' Regular Army. Four 
days before Gates was defeated at Camden, he was taken sick. He volunteered again in the 
summer of 1781 at the Guilford County Courthouse in Daniel Gallaspy's Company of Light 
Dragoons in search of Tories. He served with Gallaspy about 18 months until the close of the war, 
primarily in pursuit of the noted Col. Fennon (Flemming). They engaged in small skermishes, but 
not in a major battle. He knows of no one who can attest to his service, but produced a 
recommendation that was given him in November of 1800 signed by neighbors and officers of the 
revolution. He was born in Guilford County 25 Nov 1757 (RJR- Rowan County until 1770). He has 
a record of his age set down in his bible. He lived in Guilford County NC during the Revolution, 
then 10 years in Tennessee, then moving to Kentucky, where he lived for 20 years, then moved to 
Pllinois, where he now lives. Signed "James Ryan." 


“Whereas information hath reached us, the former acquaintance James Ryan, formerly an 
inhabitant of Guilford County, but now from information, an inhabitant of the state of Tennessee or 
Kentucky: 


“Information says that during the War between America and Great Britain, the said James Ryan 
was a grand Tory and a very great plunderer, which facts we do aver to be false, groundless and 
malicious; and being impressed with a sense of how much the feeling of good men must be hurt 
under such false charges, do think it a duty we owe to him and our country to give him the 
character her merited while an inhabitant of the state of NC.” 
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“We do hereby certify that we were personally acquainted with James Ryan from a child until a 
man, which was about the time of the evolution and he was a real friend to the American cause, 
was out on many expeditions under some of us who are the subscribers, and as for being a 
plunderer, we ever knew him guilty, neither did we ever hear him charged with anything of the kind 
while in this country. We ever held him as a man of untainted character and upright in all his 
dealings with mankind.”

8 September 1778, Military Service 

Patrick Ryan served in the military on 8 September 1778 in North Carolina. S. M. Rankin, in his 
History of Buffalo Presbyterian Church and Her People, states that the military service of Patrick 
Ryan, son of James, was mentioned in the Colonial Records, Vol. 15, page 728. This passage 
refers to Private Patrick Ryan, who enlisted 29 Jun 1779 in the Continental Line for a period of 
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three years. He served in Captain John Summers' Company in the First North Carolina Regiment, 
commanded by Col Thomas Clark. The First NC Regiment fought at Monmouth in June of 1778. 
The 1st North Carolina Brigade marched south under the command of James Hogun and arrived 
at Charlestown, South Carolina in March of 1780. The 1st Regiment was captured by the British 
army at the Siege of Charleston on May 12, 1780. Clark and 287 men became prisoners. The 
regiment was reformed in the summer of 1781 and fought at Eutaw Springs in September that 
year. The 1st North Carolina was furloughed on April 23, 1783 at James Island, South Carolina 
and disbanded on November 15, 1783. Patrick Ryan was awarded 274 ac on the South side of Hill 
Creek on the waters of the East fork of the three forks of Stones River in Warren County 
Tennessee (Warrant #4503). The land was surveyed for Ryan in 1796. The land was assigned by 
Patrick Ryan, with his signature, to William Askew on 26 Dec 1796. Askew then assigned it to 
Alexander Hill in 1808. 


Note: there was another Patrick Ryan who joined Cole's Company in the 4th North Carolina 
Regiment. He enlisted 27 Jun 1777 as a Private for the duration of the war. He was promoted to 
Corporal in Apr 1779 and to Sergeant Jul 1779. He died, presumably in action, 6 Sep 1782. This 
Patrick Ryan, on 10 Nov 1783, was posthumously awarded North Carolina Grant No. 301 for 1000 
acres of land in Rutherford County, TN on the waters of Cripple Creek. Thomas Armstrong was 
entitled to the benefit of this warrant. 


It is not certain which, if either of these Patrick Ryans, was the son of James Ryan.

Biography of John Bowen Ryon: 

John Bowen Ryon, son of John Ryon and Sarah Bowen, was born about 1752 in Prince George's 
County, Maryland. He was first mentoned in an inventory of his deceased brother, James, 
recorded in Prince George's County on 5 Dec 1770. John moved to Loudon County, Virginia near 
the onset of the Revolutionary War. Court records in Loudon County show that John was 
reimbursed for a saddle and bridle that was impressed during the war and for two horses that were 
hired for 55 days of public service during the war. He moved to Clark County, Kentucky before 
1802, when he first appeared on the Clark County tax list. 


John purchased 127 acres in Clark County, Kentucky along Four Mile creek in 1806. He remained 
on his plantation in Clark County until his death in 1822. His Last Will and Testament, written 8 Jul 
1822 in Clark County, Kentucky mentions his wife Susannah Ryon, son James Ryon - the farm 
and plantation on which he resided, and after his death to his son Phillip H. Ryon, and after his 
death to descend to Phillip's son Loyd Ryon. The balance of the estate was to be divided between 
his sons Phillip H. Ryon and James Ryon and his daughters Sally Wornall, Rachel Huguely, 
Elizabeth Eucanto and Susan Lampton. He had already given his daughter Mildred Vivion one 
Negro girl named Charity as her portion of his estate. His son Phillip H. Ryon and Thomas Wornall 
were appointed Executors. Witnesses were Isom Baber and Phillip Ryon. John B. Ryon signed the 
will with his mark 'X'. Probate was conducted on 28 Aug 1822. 


John Bowen Ryon and Susannah ____ were married about 1773 in Prince George's County, 
Maryland. Susannah was born about 1752 in Maryland. They had the following known children: 
Philip Henry, Sally, Rachel, James, Elizabeth, Mildred, and Susan. Susannah, widow of John B. 
Ryan, appears to have died before 1830. 


The presence of the given names "Philip" and "Mildred" in this Ryon line would suggest a possible 
connection with the immigrant Philip Ryan and his wife Mary Whitehead. Philip and Mary's son, 
Whitehead Ryan, married Mildred __—s=«. They are thought to have been married about 1725, too 
late to have been the parents of John B. Ryon's father, John, who was born about 1713. The 
actual marriage date is unknown, and could possibly have been before 1713. Additional research 
might reveal a connection.

Biographical sketch of Philip Price Ryon 

Philip Ryon is mentioned in the Biographical Sketch of Philip Price Ryon. PHILIP P. RYON, son of 
Philip and Marcia (Cheak) Ryon, was born in Clark County, Ky., July 4, 1814. His father was a 
native of Maryland but removed to Virginia when about twelve years of age. He served through the 
Revolutionary war under General Washington. He came to Kentucky at an early day and settled 
on a farm in Clark County, where he died in 1850. His wife was a native of Virginia and died about 
1852. There was a family of seven sons and one daughter. Mr. Ryon also had three daughters and 
one son by a former marriage. Philip P. was the youngest of the family. When sixteen years old he 
was Deputy under his brother, John B., who was Sheriff of Clark County, and remained in that 
capacity four years. In 1834 he went to South Alabama and clerked in a dry-goods store until 
1837, when he returned to Kentucky and lived with his father until 1843, when he married Martha 
Cornelison, daughter of John Cornelison, and went on a farm in Madison County, Ky. He remained 
there seven years and then moved to Taylor County, where he lived six years. In 1859 he moved 
to Fanning County, Texas, but only remained a year on account of sickness in his family. In the fall 
of 1860 he returned to Kentucky, arriving at Owensboro, Nov. 10. He then purchased a farm of 256 
acres in Murray Precinct where he still resides. Mr. and Mrs. Ryon have nine children — John C., 
William B., Elizabeth, Pattie, Mildred, Mary, Garland, Price and Lou. Price is assisting his parents 
in carrying on the farm.<4>

The last will and 
testament of Philip Ryon: He left his entire estate to his wife Marcia and the "children of her body." 
Since Marcia was his second wife, the children by his first wife, Johanna Alder, filed suit in 
Chancery Court, contesting the validity of the will. The suit was originally filed in March of 1848 
and was entitled "Sarah Arnold & Complainants against Marsha Ryon and Defendants." The suit 
was not settled until 1856, and relevant information is contained in the five different Clark County 
Court Order Books that spanned that nine year period. The Clark County Court Order Books at 
various times mention some of the defendants as John B. Ryon, William Ryon, James Ryon 
Senior, David Ryon, Morgan Heukle, James Heukle, Philip Price Ryon, Thomas B. Allen, Nicholas 
Hocker, Milly Hocker, and Elisha Ryon. The original Chancery Court record needs to be consulted 
to obtain lists of all of the complainants and defendants. Marcia Ryon died in 1851 and the 
complainants requested that the suit be revised to be against John B. Ryon, as administrator of 
Marcia Ryon. The case came to trial on 29 Oct 1852, and on the next day the jury reported that 
they could not obtain an unanimous decision. The case was continued until 21 May 1856, when 
again it was placed before a jury. This time the jury agreed with the complainants that the will was 
not the true last will and testament of Philip Ryon. The court appointed a commissioner who was 
ordered to sell Ryon's slaves and additional commissioners were appointed to divide the land 
among the heirs.<34, 35, 36>

The last will and testament of Philip Ryon: He left his entire estate to his wife Marcia and the 
"children of her body." Since Marcia was his second wife, the children by his first wife, Johanna 
Alder, filed suit in Chancery Court, contesting the validity of the will. The suit was originally filed in 
March of 1848 and was entitled "Sarah Arnold & Complainants against Marsha Ryon and 
Defendants." The suit was not settled until 1856, and relevant information is contained in the five 
different Clark County Court Order Books that spanned that nine year period. The Clark County 
Court Order Books at various times mention some of the defendants as John B. Ryon, William 
Ryon, James Ryon Senior, David Ryon, Morgan Heukle, James Heukle, Philip Price Ryon, 
Thomas B. Allen, Nicholas Hocker, Milly Hocker, and Elisha Ryon. The original Chancery Court 
record needs to be consulted to obtain lists of all of the complainants and defendants. Marcia 
Ryon died in 1851 and the complainants requested that the suit be revised to be against John B. 
Ryon, as administrator of Marcia Ryon. The case came to trial on 29 Oct 1852, and on the next 
day the jury reported that they could not obtain an unanimous decision. The case was continued 
until 21 May 1856, when again it was placed before a jury. This time the jury agreed with the 
complainants that the will was not the true last will and testament of Philip Ryon. The court 
appointed a commissioner who was ordered to sell Ryon's slaves and additional commissioners 
were appointed to divide the land among the heirs.<5, 6, 7>

She was the widow of 
William Sisco who died 19 Dec 1905 in Dunklin County, Missouri. William Sisco was living in 
Corning, Clay County, Arkansas in 1900 with his first wife and their three children. His wife died 
later that year and William married Mary Emma Sutton on 8 Dec 1900 in Corning. They had one 
daughter, Fern Sisco, born 28 Nov 1901, who was living in Dunklin County with her half sister, 
Naomi Miles, in 1910. 


It is unlikely that Mary Emma Sutton Sisco was the mother of Price Ryon. Price was born before 
the death of her first husband and before her marriage to William P. Ryon. 


When Emma married William Sisco she became the step-mother of three girls, ages 5 to 12. 
These three girls, along with her own daughter, Fern, would have become part of the William Ryon 
househod when Emma married William Ryon in 1906. William Ryon and Emma Scisco did not 
appear to have had any children of their own. The three older girls all married between 1907 and 
1908. Eight months after William's death, on 26 Sep 1907, a marriage was recorded in Kennett, 
Dunkin County, Missouri between Emma E Ryons of Holcomb and J. R. Batton of Greene County, 
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Arkansas. At the time she married Batton, Emma would probably have had two young children 
living with her, i.e., Price Ryon and Fern Sisco. William Ryon's brother, John Arthur Ryon, became 
the guardian and curator of the estate of Percy (Price) Lee Ryon on 29 Jan 1907. He may have 
taken Price into his household at that time. Price is living in the household of John Arthur Ryon in 
1910. Since Emma's daughter Fern Sisco is living with her step-daughter, Naomi Miles, in 1910, it 
is presumed that Emma died before 1910.

Court Record, between March 1848 and 21 May 1856 

Marcia Bridges appeared in a Court record for Philip Ryon involving John Bowen Ryon and Sarah 
Ryon which was recorded between March 1848 and 21 May 1856 in Clark County, Kentucky. The 
last will and testament of Philip Ryon: He left his entire estate to his wife Marcia and the "children 
of her body." Since Marcia was his second wife, the children by his first wife, Johanna Alder, filed 
suit in Chancery Court, contesting the validity of the will. The suit was originally filed in March of 
1848 and was entitled "Sarah Arnold & Complainants against Marsha Ryon and Defendants." The 
suit was not settled until 1856, and relevant information is contained in the five different Clark 
County Court Order Books that spanned that nine year period. The Clark County Court Order 
Books at various times mention some of the defendants as John B. Ryon, William Ryon, James 
Ryon Senior, David Ryon, Morgan Heukle, James Heukle, Philip Price Ryon, Thomas B. Allen, 
Nicholas Hocker, Milly Hocker, and Elisha Ryon. The original Chancery Court record needs to be 
consulted to obtain lists of all of the complainants and defendants. Marcia Ryon died in 1851 and 
the complainants requested that the suit be revised to be against John B. Ryon, as administrator 
of Marcia Ryon. The case came to trial on 29 Oct 1852, and on the next day the jury reported that 
they could not obtain an unanimous decision. The case was continued until 21 May 1856, when 
again it was placed before a jury. This time the jury agreed with the complainants that the will was 
not the true last will and testament of Philip Ryon. The court appointed a commissioner who was 
ordered to sell Ryon's slaves and additional commissioners were appointed to divide the land 
among the heirs.<4, 5, 6>

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Chapter 11. Descendants of Patrick Ryon 


Patrick Ryan was born about 1761 in Virginia. He may be the Patrick Ryan who married Nancy 
Thomason in Albemarle County, Virginia in 1788. They moved several times. They left Albemarle 
County for Augusta County in 1791, then on to Rockingham County in 1795. In 1800 Patrick was 
in Surry County, North Carolina. There he appeared on the same census as Darby Ryan and his 
son John Ryan (Chapter 6). 


His residence is unknown between 1800 and 1808. In 1808 he appears on the Warren County, 
Kentucky tax list, remaining there until 1814. Allen County, Kentucky was taken from Warren 
County in 1815 and Patrick is found on the Allen County Tax lists from 1815 to 1817. The southern 
boundary of Allen County, Kentucky forms the northern boundary of Sumner County, Tennessee. 
Patrick's daughter, Sarah or Sally Rynes/Ryons was married in Sumner County in 1811 and his 
son Patrick Ryons Jr. was married there in 1817. Patrick Ryan Junior lived in Sumner County, 
Tennessee until 1827. John Ryan, son of William Rion of Louisa County (Chapter 5) also moved 
his family to Sumner County Tennessee about 1816. The two families may be related. 


The 1850 census of Sni-A-Bar township, shows that the families of Patrick Ryons Junior and his 
sister Sarah Rynes Perkins were both living in Jackson County, Missouri. This census also 
indicates that a son Patrick was born in 1827 to Patrick Junior in Kentucky and another son, 
Jesse, was born in 1829 in Missouri. 


The 1830 census shows that both Patrick Sr. and Patrick Junior were living in Cape Girardeau, 
Missouri. That is the last known residence of Patrick Sr. He may have died before 1840. Patrick 
Ryon Junior is found living in Simpson County, Kentucky from 1837 to 1842. He is recorded on the 
same tax lists as Leonard Ryon, a descendant of John Ryon of Maryland (Chapter 9). 


If Patrick Ryan is the same person who married Nancy Thomason in Albemarle County, then he 
may be a descendant of Whitehead Ryan (1732-1794), who is known to have lived in Albemarle 
County between 1759 and 1764 (Chapter 2).

Biography of Patrick Ryon, Sr., 


Sarah or Sally Rynes married Lemuel Perkins in Sumner County, Tennessee in 1811. | have not 
found any documents that explicitly reveal the name of her father. What follows is what | consider 
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a reasonable conclusion that his name was Patrick Ryan and a plausible explanation of his 
origins. The surnames Rhines, Rynes, Ryons, Rian, Rine, Ryon and Ryan (and others) have all 
been applied to members of this family and | will use the spelling specific to the document being 
presented. It should be noted that the 1850 census indicates that most of the members of this 
family were illiterate, so the spelling of the surname depended upon the person recording the 
event. 


The Sumner County, Tennessee marriage bond for Lemuel Perkins and Sarah/Sally Rynes was 
co-signed by David Barnett. Six years later, in 1817, a Patrick Ryons married Lucy Barnett in 
Sumner County. The Barnett connection suggested that Patrick Ryons and Sarah Rynes were 
siblings. The 1820 census of Sumner County shows that Patrick Ryon and Lemuel Perkins both 
lived in the same district. Patrick was 16-26 yrs old (b. 1794-1804) and Sarah, wife of Lemuel, was 
26-45. The 1850 census of Sumner County shows Sarah was 56 years old, born in North Carolina. 


Further research shows that Patrick Rines was living in Sni-A-Bar township, Jackson County 
Missouri in 1850. Also living in that same township was the family of Andrew Jackson Alley, who 
married Louisa Perkins, daughter of Lemuel Perkins and Sarah Rynes. This provides additional 
evidence that Sarah and Patrick were siblings. One of Patrick's sons is named Lemuel, probably 
after Patrick's brother-in-law, Lemuel Perkins. This Lemuel Ryons married his first cousin, 
Catherine Perkins, in 1851, daughter of Lemuel and Sarah Perkins. 


Additional pertinent information can be extracted from this 1850 Sni-A-Bar census. Patrick's place 
of birth was listed as being North Carolina, the same as Sarah. The places of birth of Patrick's 
children showed that he moved frequently, being in Tennessee in 1823, Kentucky in 1824, 
Tennessee in 1827, Missouri in 1829 and 1832, Tennessee in 1837, and Kentucky in 1839. These 
results would suggest that Patrick might be found in census records of Missouri in 1830 and 
Kentucky in 1840. 


A review of census records for Missouri shows that Patrick Ryan Junr and Patrick Ryan Snr are 
listed together in the 1830 census of Cape Girardeau County. The age range of Patrick Ryan Jr, 
born 1790-1800, is consistent with that of Patrick Ryons found in the 1820 Sumner County 
census. The Cape Girardeau census indicates that Patrick Ryan Sr was born between 1760 and 
1770. 


The above records do not provide proof that Patrick Ryan Jr and Sarah Rynes were siblings, or 
that Patrick Ryan Sr was their father. However, taken together, these records are certainly 
consistent with both hypotheses. In addition, | am a descendant of Sarah Rynes and have 
autosomal DNA matches of 15 cM, 21 cM and 31 cM with three descendants of Patrick Ryan Jr. 
My first cousin has three matches of 10 cM with descendants of Patrick Ryan Jr. Again, not proof, 
but supporting evidence. 
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Sarah Perkins and Patrick Ryan Jr, both born before 1800, gave North Carolina as their birthplace. 
The 1800 census of Surry County, North Carolina lists a Patrick Ryan and his wife, both born 
between 1756 and 1774, with a family of 2 males under 10, 1 male 10-15, and 4 females under 
10. Again this would be consistent with Sarah (born 1794) and Patrick Jr. (b. 1799) living in that 
household. It is interesting to note that although Patrick Ryan (Sr) is listed on the 1800 census, he 
is not found on any of the personal property tax lists of Surry County between 1790 and 1810. If 
he lived there, he did not own land, horses, or livestock, and someone else had to claim him as a 
poll. It appears Patrick did not remain in Surry County for long. 


Information gleaned from the 1850 census suggests that Patrick Ryons Jr was living in Kentucky 
in 1840. Indeed, the 1840 census of Simpson County, Kentucky confirms that Patrick Ryan (Jr) 
was living there. Simpson County, Kentucky borders Sumner County, Tennessee on the north. It 
was created in 1819 from Warren, Logan and Allen Counties. A look at the 1810 census of Warren 
County, Kentucky shows that Patrick Ryan (Sr) and his wife, both over 45 years of age, were living 
there with one male 10-15, 1 male 16-25, and 2 females 10-15. Again, this is consistent with both 
Patrick Jr and Sarah living in that household. 


Tax lists of Warren County, Kentucky show a Patrick Rian/Ryan living in Warren County, Kentucky 
between 1808 and 1813. He owned 140 ac of land near Drakes Creek. The 1808 tax list indicated 
that in addition to himself, he had one male aged 16-20 living with him. The 1811 tax list shows 
two males over 21 recorded for Patrick Ryan, while the 1812 and 1813 tax lists show a single male 
over 21. Both the 1812 and 1813 tax lists include Morris Ryan as a whilte male of 21 years or 
older. It is likely that Morris is a son of Patrick Sr and is the male aged 16-25 in the household of 
Patrick Ryan of Warren County in 1810. Patrick Jr is probably the male aged 10-15. 


A marriage bond between Allen Hudson and Mary Rine was issued 3 Jan 1814 in Warren County, 
Kentucky. Patrick Ryne, by his mark, gave consent for his daughter Mary to marry Hudson on 30 
Dec 1813. Mary and Sarah were most likely the two females aged 10-15 who were listed in the 
household of Patrick Ryan in 1810. The other two listed in the 1800 census had left home between 
1800 and 1810. 


Allen County, Kentucky was formed in 1815 from Warren and Barren Counties. Patrick Ryan's 
land, originally in Warren County, appears to have been located in the newly formed county. 
Patrick Ryan, with 170 ac on Sulfur Fork Creek, is recorded on tax lists in Allen County from 1815 
to 1817. Sulfur Fork Creek lies between the West Fork and Middle Fork of Drakes Creek, forms 
the current border between Simpson and Allen Counties, and continues southward into Sumner 
County, Tennessee. This portion of Allen County was included in Simpson County when it was 
formed in 1819. Patrick Ryon (Jr) and his family are listed on the 1820 Census of Sumner County, 
Tennessee, and on tax lists of Sumner County until 1828. 


There is no sign of Patrick Ryan Senior in Simpson, Allen, Warren or Sumner Counties in 1820. 
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Where he lived between 1818 and 1830 is a mystery. He is found in Cape Girardeau County, 
Missouri in 1830 and then seems to disappear once again. Also listed with Patrick Ryan Sr and 
Patrick Ryan Jr in the 1830 census is the family of John Ryan, who was born between 1800 and 
1809. The 1810 census for Patrick Ryan of Warren Co KY does not show a male born 1800 to 
1809. John may be a son of Morris Ryan, and thus a grandson of Patrick Sr. 


Morris Ryan is listed on the 1830 Census of Ste Genevieve County, Missouri. This county is near 
Cape Girardeau County, where Patrick Sr and Patrick Jr were living. Morris moved back to 
Simpson County, Kentucky by 1833, where he remained until at least 1842. Patrick Ryan Jr is also 
found on tax lists of Simpson County, Kentucky between 1837 and 1842. By 1850, both Patrick Jr 
and Morris had moved back to Missouri - Patrick to Jackson County and Morris to Perry County. 
Both appear to have died by 1860. Sarah Rynes Alley also moved to Jackson County Missouri 
and appears to have died there before 1860. 


The other male born 1790-1800 and living in Surry County, NC with Patrick Ryon in 1800 was 
probably Pleasant Ryon. He is listed on the 1812 tax list of Sumner County, Tennessee. He 
appears to be the same Pleasant Ryons who married Betsy Caldwell there on 30 Sep 1834. 
Pleasant Ryons and Patrick Ryons (Jr) were among the buyers in 1836 at the Sumner County 
estate sale of Elisha Barnard. Pleasant Ryon was recorded on tax lists of Sumner County, 
Tennessee and Simpson County Kentucky at different times between 1836 and 1845. 


Morris Ryon, Patrick's oldest child, born in Virginia, reported his age as 61 on the 1850 census of 
Percy County, Missouri. From this it seems likely that Patrick Sr. was probably married in Virginia 
about 1788. | have only found one marriage that meets these criteria - the marriage of Patrick 
Ryan and Nancy Thomason on 13 May 1788 in Albemarle County, Virginia. Of course many 
marriages at that time were not recorded, and may others have been lost. Still, this is a good 
possibility. Tax lists show that Patrick remained in Albemarle Virgina until 1791. A Patrick Ryan 
appears for the first time in Augusta County in 1792, disappearing in 1794. Tax lists in 
Rockingham County, Virginia show a Patrick Ryan first appearing in 1795 and disappearing in 
1798. | think it is likely that this is the same Patrick Ryan who has moved from Albemarle to 
Augusta County, and then on to Rockingham County. This is also consistent with him then moving 
to North Carolina after 1798. | speculate that this is the same Patrick Ryan who is listed on the 
Surry County census in 1800. 


| find only one inconsistency between this narative regarding Patrick Ryan's travels and the 
documentation presented previously. Sarah Rynes Alley gives her place of birth as North Carolina 
in the 1850 census. If the hypothesis is correct, Patrick would have been living in Rockingham 
County, Virginia at the time of Sally's birth. Otherwise, it is consistent with Morris being born in 
Virginia in 1789 and Patrick Junior being born in North Carolina in 1799. Sarah probably lived in 
North Carolina between 1798, when Patrick left Rockingham County, and 1808, when Patrick 
arrived in Warren County Kentucky. So, she would have spent a majority of her youth, ages 3-14, 
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in North Carolina. She may have assumed that she was born there. 


So, based on the findings above, but still lacking definitive documentary evidence, | would 
hypothesize the following about Patrick Ryon Sr. He was born about 1761, probably near 
Albemarle County, Virginia. Patrick married Nancy Thomason in 1788 and had the following 
children: Morris (b. abt 1789), Pleasant (b. abt 1791), Sarah/Sally (b. abt 1795), Mary (b. abt 
1797), Patrick Jr (b. 1799) and two other daughters born between 1790 and 1800. With the 
exceptions of Sarah and Patrick Jr., nothing is currently known about the descendants of these 
children. Patrick appears to have moved often, living in Albemarle County, Virginia, Augusta 
County Virginia, Rockingham County, Virginia, Surry County, North Carolina, possibly Sumner 
County, Tennessee, Simpson County, Kentucky, and Cape Girardeau County, Missouri. 
Unfortunately, nothing is known of Patrick's whereabouts after 1830. He was 69 years old at that 
time and probably died somewhere in Missouri after 1830. 


The identities of Patrick Ryan's parents are unknown. Whitehead Ryan (1732-1794), son of Philip 
and Sarah Ryan is known to have lived in Albemarle County between 1759 and 1764. Whitehead 
married Elizabeth Fulcher in 1756 in Goochland County, Virginia. Whitehead is known to have had 
at least three children, Elizabeth (b. 1759) and Andrew (b. 1763), and Whitehead Junior (b. abt 
1760). Whitehead is said to have also had a daughter, Happy Ryan (b. abt 1760), which | have not 
been able to confirm. She married John Joshua Hamm in 1782, a Revolutionary War veteran, in 
Surry County, North Carolina. Whitehead and Elizabeth Ryan probably had additional children, 
one of which may have been Patrick Ryan. 


| present the above as a starting point for anyone interested in pursuing this further. | believe there 
is relatively strong evidence linking Patrick Ryan to the five children | have identified. Less 
evidence has been found supporting the hypothesis that Patrick Ryan of Warren and Allen 
Counties in Kentucky is the same man who married Nancy Thomason in Virginia. | had hoped to 
find Thomason DNA matches, but so far this has not materialized. It would not surprise me if 
someone found a different spouse and a different place of origin for Patrick. But for now, this 
represents a reasonably self-consistent hypothesis. | urge others to test it and find evidence that 
supports or rejects it.

Louisa Perkins is mentioned in the Biographical Sketch of Andrew Jackson Alley. - ANDREW 
JACKSON ALLEY 


Father of John Alley and one of the first five families to settle in Upper Lake, was born in 
Tennessee in 1810. He migrated to Missouri with three of his brothers, Jack settling in Jackson 
County, Tarrie in Oregon Co, and Wylie in the Ozark Mountains (a family reunion is still held every 
August at Lee's Summit, Missouri). 


Jack was married to Louise Perkins and of this union five children were born. They crossed the 
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plains to Oregon, along the Oregon Trail, in 1850 with a wagon train. Louise, unable to stand the 
strain of hardship and exposure, died on the way and was buried beside the trail. Her son John 
was five years of age. 


While in Oregon Jack was married to a widow, Mary Syrese, and of this union two children were 
born. Jack and Mary, with their family, moved to Upper Lake in 1856 and cleared about two 
hundred acres of land in the Middle Creek Valley, three miles north of Upper Lake. His 
grandchildren remember seeing, in their youth, the oxen yokes used in crossing the plains. 


When Jack died most of the ranch was given to the youngest son, Andrew. The balance was 
divided equally among the other children.

Another possibility for Louisa's father would be 
William Perkins who also lived in Sumner Co, TN during that time period. There is a William 
Perkins listed on Davidson Co, TN tax lists of 1805 and 1811. A William Perkins died of pleuricy in 
1850 at age 83 in Sumner Co, TN (mortality schedule). He was possibly an older brother of 
Lemuel. The 1840 census of Sumner Co, TN lists William Perkin's family on p. 66: 1 male 70-80, 1 
male 20-30, 1 male 10-15, 2 males 5-10, 2 males under 5, 1 female 30-40, 1 female 20-30, 2 
females 10-15, and 3 females 5-10. William was listed as a voter in District 16 in 1844. In June 
1838 he was found on the scholastic population list of District 17 with 6 children. In 1840 he was 
listed on the scholastic population of District 17 with 2 males and 4 females. Also included on this 
same list was David F. Perkins, 1 male. A court case of William Perkins vs. Edward Owinby is 
recorded in Sumner Co, 1835. It is possible that some of the other children currently assigned to 
Lemuel may actually be children of William Perkins. 
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Evidence which supports the contention that Louisa Perkins' father was Lemuel Perkins: 1) One of 
Louisa's brothers was named Lemuel Perkins. 2) According to the 1820 Sumner Co, TN census

Payne. They moved from Louisa Co Va to Woodford Co KY about 1789. The portion of Woodford 
Co they lived in became Scott Co KY in 1792. Samuel died about 1793 and his Estate settlement 
mentions Nancy Thomason as an heir (Scott Co KY Will Bk A p. 11). His wife, Ann and the other 
heirs sold 250 ac of land in Louisa County to Nathaniel Thomasson on 8 Sep 1794. Nancy 
Thomason is again mentioned as one of the heirs. Nancy Thomason also was a witness to the last 
will and testament of her brother Richard Thomason, written 12 Jun 1802 in Scott Co KY (Deed Bk 
A pp 137-8). She is never referred to as Nancy Ryan, even though she would have been married 
to Patrick for several years. It is highly unlikely that this could be the same Nancy Thomason who 
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married Patrick Ryan and moved to Augusta Co Va and later to Warren County KY.

Lemuel Perkins of Sumner County is not the same person as Lemuel Perkins of Greenville, Pitt 
County, NC. That Lemuel Perkins, son of David Perkins, never left Pitt County. The deed index for 
Pitt Co shows Lemuel Perkins bought land in 1803, but no record of him selling land can be found. 
Deeds were found which name Lemuel Perkins Jr. in 1828 and 1834, implying that Lemuel and 
son were both still there. Lemuel Perkins is listed on Pitt County, NC census records for 1800, 
1810, 1820, 1830, 1840 and 1850. Lemuel Perkins, son of David Perkins was born 2 Feb 1782 
and married Elizabeth Grimes. They had 6 children, all born in Pitt Co, and Lemuel died 23 Jun 
1854 in Pitt County, North Carolina. He is buried in the Lemuel Perkins Cemetery with his wife 
Elizabeth (1785-1855). The cemetery is located in Pitt County, on Briery Swamp Road (SR 1588), 
0.2 mile south of NC 903, on the west side of the road, about 300 yards in the field. The 1850 
Census of Pitt Co NC confirms that Lemuel (age 71) and Elizabeth (age 65) were living in Pitt Co 
at the same time that Lemuel and Sally Perkins were living in Sumner Co, TN. This indicates that 
Lemuel Perkins of Sumner County, TN, and Lemuel Perkins of Pitt County, NC, are in fact two 
distinct people. 


There is no direct evidence that Lemuel Perkins is the father of Louisa Perkins. There are no early 


Perkins wills in Sumner Co, TN, and no Perkins can be found in Sumner Co Tax Lists between 
1787-1794. Another possibility for Louisa's father would be William Perkins who also lived in 
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Sumner Co, TN during that time period. There is a William Perkins listed on Davidson Co, TN tax 
lists of 1805 and 1811. A William Perkins died of pleuricy in 1850 at age 83 in Sumner Co, TN 
(mortality schedule). He was possibly an older brother of Lemuel. The 1840 census of Sumner Co, 
TN lists William Perkin's family on p. 66: 1 male 70-80, 1 male 20-30, 1 male 10-15, 2 males 5-10, 
2 males under 5, 1 female 30-40, 1 female 20-30, 2 females 10-15, and 3 females 5-10. William 
was listed as a voter in District 16 in 1844. In June 1838 he was found on the scholastic population 
list of District 17 with 6 children. In 1840 he was listed on the scholastic population of District 17 
with 2 males and 4 females. Also included on this same list was David F. Perkins, 1 male. A court 
case of William Perkins vs. Edward Owinby is recorded in Sumner Co, 1835. It is possible that 
some of the other children currently assigned to Lemuel may actually be children of William 
Perkins. 


Evidence which supports the contention that Louisa Perkins' father was Lemuel Perkins: 1) One of 
Louisa's brothers was named Lemuel Perkins. 2) According to the 1820 Sumner Co, TN census 
Lemuel had three daughters born between 1810-1820 (William Perkins is NOT listed in the 1820 
Sumner Co Census). 3) Andrew Jackson and Louisa Perkins Alley named one son, my ancestor, 
John LEMUEL Alley. 


Indirect evidence that Lemuel is the father of Louisa: 
Lemuel Perkins married Sally (Sarah) Ryons (Rynes) 1811 in Sumner Co, TN - the right place and 
time to be parents of Louisa, who married 1835 in Sumner Co, TN. 


A multitude of published genealogies and family trees indicate that Joseph Perkins (ca 1776 — 
1823) of Pasquotank County, NC, and his wife Lurana, daughter of Col. Selby Harney, are the 
parents of Lemuel Perkins who married Sally Rynes in Sumner County, TN. Joseph Perkins of 
Pasquotank County, NC had a son named Lemuel Perkins, but he was not the same person as the 
Lemuel Perkins of Sumner County. 


Lemuel Perkins of Sumner County, TN married Sally Rynes in 1811 and signed his marriage bond 
with an “X”. He is listed as a male 26-44 in the 1820 census of Sumner County. The 1850 census 
of Sumner County, TN gives the age of Lemuel Perkins as 70, so his birth year was about 1780. 


Lemuel Perkins, second son of Joseph Perkins, was born between 1805 and 1810, and was living 
in Pasquotank County, NC in 1820. The 1820 census of Pasquotank County NC for Joseph 
Perkins lists 1 male 26-44 (Joseph, b 1776-1794), 1 female 26-44 (Lurana), 1 female 10-15 
(Harriet), 1 male (16-18, Malachi b 1802-1804), 1 male 10-15 (Lemuel), 14 slaves). Lemuel would 
have been no more than 6 years old in 1811, when Lemuel, above married Sally Rynes. Joseph 
Perkin’s will states that from January 1, 1815 to January 1, 1822 Joseph paid for Lemuel’s clothing 
and board while he was attending school. Assuming he was born about 1808, he would have 
attended school from age 7 to 14. He would presumably have known how to read and write, and 
would surely have known how to sign his name. 
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Lemuel Perkins, son of Joseph Perkins, was not in the right place in 1820 and was not of the right 
age or education level to have been the same man as Lemuel Perkins of Sumner County, TN. 
After 1795 Lemuel Perkins was a farmer. 


The 1800 census for all of Tennessee was lost. 
The 1810 census was lost for all Tennessee counties except Rutherford County.

Biography of Andrew Jackson Alley: 
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Andrew Jackson Alley was born in March, 1811, in Sumner County, TN. Andrew’s father, Samuel 
Alley Jr., was married twice, first to Sarah Ferrell, and after her death to Dicey Glenn. It is not 
known for certain which of Samuel’s wives was Andrew’s mother. Little is known of Andrew’s 
childhood. He grew up on his father’s farm situated along Drake’s Creek in Sumner County, just 
north of Nashville. Andrew Jackson Alley had limited, if any, schooling. Census records reveal his 
inability to read or write. He often went by the name Jackson Alley or Jack Alley. The surname was 
sometimes spelled Ally, Aly or even Allen. 


At age 22 we find Andrew Jackson Alley indicted for petit larceny in Sumner County, TN. Details of 
the alleged crime were not revealed, but generally petit larceny involves theft of items worth under 
$50. Court records for the State of Tennessee vs. Andrew J. Alley on March 13, 1833 show that 
Jackson was found not guilty of the charges put forth in the indictment. Nevertheless, A. J. Alley 
was required to pay court costs for that case of $31 to Josiah Baldridge on February 10, 1834. 


Jackson’s father died in 1833. Jackson’s oldest brother (or half brother), Fielding Alley, moved 
back from Indiana to the Alley farm in Sumner County after his father’s death. He and Dicey Alley 
lived on the Alley farm, while Jackson apparently inherited a different parcel of land from his 
father’s estate. Tax lists show that Jackson lived in District 17, different from the land occupied by 
Fielding and Dicey Alley. Jackson’s farm was close to that of his brother-in-law, Woody Martin, 
husband of Dosha Alley. 


Jackson Alley married Louisa Perkins, daughter of Lemuel Perkins and Sally Ryons, on May 30, 
1835, in Sumner County, TN. Jackson continued to work his land in Sumner County until 
December of 1844. The promise of better, inexpensive land in the west lured most of Samuel 
Alley’s children still living in Sumner County to move to Missouri. In addition to Jackson and his 
family, the emigrants included Dicey Alley with her five youngest children, and the families of 
Henderson Alley and Sarah Alley Perkins. Two of the older siblings, Fielding Alley and Doshia 
Alley, remained in Tennessee. Most of Jackson’s older siblings had moved earlier to Dubois or 
Spencer counties in Indiana. By 1860 even Woody and Doshia Alley had moved to Indiana, 
leaving Fielding Alley as the only child of Samuel to remain in Tennessee. 


The Jackson Alley family settled in the Sniabar Township in Jackson County, MO, where they 
remained for 8 years. When Jackson learned of the Donation Land Claim Act of 1850 he began to 
plan the long journey to the Oregon Territory. The act granted 320 acres of designated areas free 
of charge to every unmarried white male citizen eighteen or older—and 640 acres to every married 
couple—arriving in the Oregon Territory before December 1, 1850. A provision in the law granted 
half the amount to those who arrived after the 1850 deadline but before 1854. Claimants were 
required to live on the land and cultivate it for four years before they could own it outright. 


Jackson and his family left Sniabar via wagon train probably in the spring of 1852. Traveling with 
them were Jackson's brothers, Riley and Tyree, and others from Sniabar including James Cyrus, 
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his wife Mary and son William. Jackson’s brother Henderson and sister Sarah decided to remain in 
Jackson County, MO. His mother (or step-mother) Dicey Alley appears to have died before 
Jackson left Missouri. 

Although a direct account of their journey from Missouri to the Oregon Territory has not been 
found, there are many diaries in existence that provide similar stories of life on the Oregon Trail in 
1852. The trip generally took about 6 months to go from St. Joseph Missouri to Oregon City. 
Wagon trains averaged about a dozen wagons. Maximum distance traveled per day was about 20- 
25 miles. River crossings were often hazardous, sometimes taking several days to complete, 
particularly after a heavy rain. Troubles with Indians were not unusual, but most often involved the 
theft of horses and livestock. The wagons were placed in a tight circle when camped, with horses, 
oxen and other stock kept inside the circle to prevent theft and protect from attacks. The most 
devastating problems these pioneers faced came not from Indians, but rather from disease. Many 
of those who started in Missouri never made it to Oregon. One wagon train lost 13 of 23 pioneers 
from Cholera in a 150 mile stretch along the Snake River. At least two travelers in Jackson’s 
wagon train died on this stretch of the Oregon Trail. Jackson’s wife Louisa was buried beside the 
trail between two large trees, and a large fire was built over the grave to keep the Indians from 
molesting the body. James Cyrus also died along the trail before the group arrived in Oregon City. 


The Alley family arrived at Oregon City on September 16, 1852, and took up residence in Linn 
County, OR. Donation Land Records recorded at Oregon City show Andrew Jackson Alley 
(Certificate 4431) was granted 339.46 acres of land in Township 12S, Range 1W, Section 25, 
Willamette Meridian. Jackson was a 41 year old widower with five children ranging in age from 
three to 14 years. Within two months he married Mary Moore Cyrus, the widow of his friend James 
Cyrus, and mother of an 8 year old son. They were married on November 18, 1852 at United 
Baptist Church, Linn Co County, OR. Jackson’s oldest daughter, Sarah, at age 15, married Jason 
Williams, who crossed the plains at the same time as the Alley family. Jason and Sarah lived on 
property adjacent to Jackson’s. Jackson’s brother Tyree received 160 acres of donation land in 
Linn County, and stayed there until his death in 1881. His brother Riley applied for donation land 
but was denied, probably because he was too young. He managed to become a landowner in Linn 
County, but eventually he returned to Jackson County MO, where he served as a Private in the 
Civil War. 


The Jackson Alley family remained in Oregon Territory for six years. Jackson sold his land in Linn 
County on July 5, 1858, hitched his oxen up to the old wagon, and headed for California. He 
ended his journey near Clear Lake in what was then Napa County. Jackson’s son, Samuel H. Alley 
states his father came to Lake County in 1858 "when conditions were so primitive that there were 
no roads, even from Colusa County." Jackson cleared about two hundred acres of land in the 
Middle Creek Valley, three miles north of Upper Lake in what is now Lake County. His 
grandchildren remember seeing the oxen yokes he used in crossing the plains. 


The Agriculture Schedule of the 1870 US Census shows Alley, J. A. with 40 acres of improved 
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land, no woodlands, 120 acres of unimproved lands, a farm value of $2000, farming implements 
and machinery valued at $120, wages paid out during the year to be $100. He owned 5 horses, 1 
mule, 3 ‘milch’ cows, no oxen, 5 other cattle, no sheep, and 50 swine. The value of his live stock 
was $480, and he harvested 400 bushels of wheat and 75 bushels of Indian corn. By 1880 
Jackson had doubled the number of acres of improved land to 80 acres. The farm was estimated 
to be worth $3200. In 1879 he had 8 acres of mowed grass lands, 30 acres of unmowed 
grasslands, 16 tons of hay, 2 horses, 8 swine, 30 chickens, 3 milk cows, 30 cattle, 15 calves, 200 
swine, and 100 poultry. He harvested 12 acres of corn, producing 200 bushels, 8 acres of wheat, 
producing 300 bushels, and 1 1/2 acres of apple orchard, producing 25 bushels. Jackson used 
much of his profits on purchasing more land, acquiring 120 acres of land in Lake County 1881 and 
another 160 acres in 1884. 


Andrew Jackson Alley, a true American Pioneer died in Upper Lake CA on December 11, 1885 
and is buried at Upper Lake Cemetery. The inscription on his tombstone reads: 


Andrew J. Alley 
Died 

Dec 11 1885 
Aged 

74 Yrs & 9 Mo's 


Dearest Father thou hast left us 
Here thy loss we deeply feel: 
But tis God who hath bereft us

Biographical sketch of Andrew Jackson Alley - ANDREW JACKSON ALLEY 
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Father of John Alley and one of the first five families to settle in Upper Lake, was born in 
Tennessee in 1810. He migrated to Missouri with three of his brothers, Jack settling in Jackson 
County, Tarrie in Oregon Co, and Wylie in the Ozark Mountains (a family reunion is still held every 
August at Lee's Summit, Missouri). 


Jack was married to Louise Perkins and of this union five children were born. They crossed the 
plains to Oregon, along the Oregon Trail, in 1850 with a wagon train. Louise, unable to stand the 
strain of hardship and exposure, died on the way and was buried beside the trail. Her son John 
was five years of age. 


While in Oregon Jack was married to a widow, Mary Syrese, and of this union two children were 
born. Jack and Mary, with their family, moved to Upper Lake in 1856 and cleared about two 
hundred acres of land in the Middle Creek Valley, three miles north of Upper Lake. His 
grandchildren remember seeing, in their youth, the oxen yokes used in crossing the plains. 


When Jack died most of the ranch was given to the youngest son, Andrew. The balance was 
divided equally among the other children.

The Donation Land Claim Act of 1850 

The Donation Land Claim Act of 1850, sometimes known as the Donation Land Act, [1] was a 
statute enacted in late 1850 by the United States Congress. It was intended to promote 
homestead settlements in the Oregon Territory in the Pacific Northwest (comprising the present- 
day states of Oregon, Washington, Idaho and part of Wyoming). The law, a forerunner of the later 
Homestead Act, brought thousands of white settlers into the new territory, swelling the ranks of 
settlers traveling along the Oregon Trail. 7,437 land patents were issued under the law, which 
expired in late 1855. 


The act, which became law on September 27, 1850, granted 320 acres (1.3 km2) of designated 
areas free of charge to every unmarried white male citizen eighteen or older—and 640 acres (2.6 
km2) to every married couple—arriving in the Oregon Territory before December 1, 1850.[3] In the 
case of a married couple, the husband and wife each owned half of the total grant in their own 
name. The law was one of the first that allowed married women in the United States to hold 
property under their own name. A provision in the law granted half the amount to those who 
arrived after the 1850 deadline but before 1854.[4] Claimants were required to live on the land and 
cultivate it for four years to own it outright. 


After the 1854 cut-off date, the designated land in Oregon was no longer free but was still 
available, selling at $1.25 an acre ($3.09/hectare), with a limit of 320 acres (1.3 km?) in any one 
claim. The law expired on December 1, 1855. In the following years, the price was raised and the 
maximum size of claims was progressively lowered. 
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The Donation Land Law was significant in shaping the course of Oregon history. By the time the 
law expired in 1855, approximately 30,000 white immigrants had entered Oregon Territory, with 
some 7,000 individuals making claims to 2.5 million acres of land. The overwhelming majority of 
the claims were west of the Cascade Mountains. Oregon’s population increased from 11,873 in 
1850 to some 60,000 by 1860.<12, 13>

Migration to Oregon 

The Andrew Jackson Alley family left Jackson Co., MO via wagon train probably in the spring of 
1852. Traveling with them were Alley's brothers, Riley ans Tyree, and others from Sni-A-Bar 
including James Cyrus, his wife Mary and son William. The Cyrus and Alley families were both 
listed in the 1850 census of Sni-bar, Jackson Co., MO. Louisa Perkins died along the Oreon Trail, 
before they reached Linn Co, OR, where A J Alley and Tyree Alley purchased land in September, 
1852. James Cyrus died shortly after arriving at Lynn County. In October, A.J. Alley married Mary, 
the widow of James Cyrus.<14>@i Andrew Jackson Alley lived in Linn County, Oregon, on 16 
September 1852. Alley, Andrew J., Linn Co b. 1813 Sumner Co, TN; Arrived Oregon 16 SEP 
1852; SC 7 OCT 1852. married Mary A. 18 NOV 1852, Linn Co, OR. (RJR Note: Traveled on 
Oregon Trail. Louisa Perkins Alley died on the trail.) 


In 1850, Congress passed the Donation Land Law, which granted land to certain white or Indians 
of mixed blood, provided they were citizens of the United States or would become citizens within a 
year, and provided they agreed to stay on the land for four years. They could receive 320 acres 
each (if single and would marry one year after arrival), 160 acres if single and over 21, and an 
additional 320 acres in the name of their wife, if married. The settlers needed to emigrate to 
Oregon between December 1850 and December 1853 in order to qualify. Originally designed to 
expire in December of 1853, the law was extended until December of 1855, and it enabled settlers 
to purchase their claim for $1.25 per acre after two years of successive residence on the land.

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The emigration year of 1852 stands out as the year of illness and death on the trail for humans and 
animals alike. Most of the human toll was the result of cholera. While the diaries often suggest that the 
cattle died from an imaginary disease called "hollow horn", it is thought by some experts that the loss of 
cattle was actually due to anthrax with the stress of the journey as a contributing factor. 


The diaries and journals available for that year mention seeing wagons "as far as the eye can see" both 
ahead and behind. While it has been estimated that over 10,000 adventurous souls started out for Oregon 
in 1852, an accounting of how many actually arrived is hard to determine. It is thought that as many as 
1,000 may have turned back. Death definitely took a toll and then there were those who, at the last 
minute, turned off for California. The emigrants going to California that year was estimated at upwards of 
50,000. 


Indians were not as troublesome in 1852 as some of the other years. This was due, in part, to a treaty that 
was engineered by Thomas Fitzpatrick "Broken Hand" in 1851. The size of the emigration also no doubt 
had a bearing. Trains were traveling so close to each other that it provided extra security. 

Most of the trains for 1852 were small in size due to the difficulty in finding water, camping spots and 
feed for the cattle. A larger train was simply too hard to manage. Most companies were made up of family 
and friends with single men hired to drive wagons and assist with the cattle. Assuming that a train 
consisted of 50 or fewer individuals it would mean that there were at least 200 separate trains headed for 
Oregon. And this would not account for the approximately 1000 companies headed for California.

WILLIAM R. DAMRON 
Also Known as William Ryan 


In 1850 William R. Damron appeared before the justice of the peace and 
swore that he was 77 years old, a resident of Nelson Co., VA, and had served in 
a company commanded by Capt. Lunsford Loving in the War of 1812. This was his 
application for bounty land. 


No official record of his service could be found. He then submitted an 
affidavit by Obediah Profitt dated 1852. Mr. Profitt served in the company 
commanded by Capt. Loving and said that William R. Damron did serve with him. 
Profitt s ated under oath that “the said William Ryant Damron is an illegitimate 
child and is as frequently called William Ryant after his reputed father as 
William Damron and he thinks it probable his name was enrolled William Ryant as 
he was known by that name in the company.” Sure enough, William Ryon did serve 
as a private with Capt. L. Loving from March until August in 1813. 


In 1855 William Ryan, alias Wm. R. Damron, applied to receive additional 
bounty land, stating he was 82 years old and a resident of Nelson Co., VA. He 
signed the application as William R. Damron. 


In 1878 Sallie Ryan applied for a pension for the service of her husband. 
She was 59 years old, a resident of Nelson Co., VA, and the widow of William 
Ryan who was also known as William R. Damron. They were married 1843 in Nelson 
Co. Her maiden name was Sallie Mawyer. William had previously been married to 
Elizabeth Damron who died at Faber Mills in the summer of 1839. William Ryan 
died in Nelson Co. on 14 July 1860. She said her husband lived only in Nelson 
Co. after his discharge from the army. 


A record from the clerk of Neilson Co. shows that Sarah Muwysr and William 
Ryan were married on 19 Nov. 1843, In 1878 William H. Sims and Robert F. Sims 
gave affidavits that William Ryan died at the home of Mr. Jacob D. Farrarr in 
July 1860. They stated that William was a miller until he died and that Sallie 
did not marry again after the death of William. 


The affidavit by Obediah Profitt is rather awkwardly worded. After reading 
it out loud a few times, I've concluded that William was the illegitimate son of 
Mr. Ryan and that his mother must have been a Damron. From the ages given in 
his bounty land applications, he was born about 1773. We can safely assume that 
his mother had been born 1760 or earlier. 


The first record I find that may apply to William is in the tax lists for 
Buckingham Co., VA. In 1795 Rion Wm. Damron is listed with one tithe. Dunmore 
and Page Damron appear on the same tax list. In 1797 he appears again as 
William Ryon Damron with 1 tithe. In the 1800 tax list for Amherst Co., VA, we 
find William R. Damron listed with 1 tithe. Michael and Littlepage Damron also 
appear in this tax list. William R. Damron is listed on the 1805 and 1807 tax 
lists for Amherst Co, 


On the 1810 census for Nelson Co., VA, William Damron appears on the same 
page as Dunmore and Charles Damron. The census listing for William shows:

I know of no other William Damron in the Nelson Co. area who would have been 
between the ages of 26 and 45 in 1810. 


In 1822 William R. Damron was the security on the bond for the marriage of 
Lucy T. Damron to William Johnson in Nelson Co., VA. I’ve seen no census 
records for William R. Damron after 1810, though his pension records indicate 
that he lived until 1860. When he married Sallie in 1843, he used the surname 
Ryan. Perhaps he appears in census records as William Ryan. 


The 1810 census listing shows two young males in the household of William 
Damron. If William had surviving sons, they may have used the surname Ryan as 
their fatoer did when he married Sallie in 1843. Nelson County probate records 
may contain more information about the heirs of William R. Damron, also known as 
William Ryan. 


The affidavits by William and Robert Sims state that William R. Damron died 
at the home of Jacob D. Farrarr. In 1846 in Nelson Co. Jacob D. Farrar married 
Sarah Ann Damron, and the bondsman on the marriage bond was Samuel Damron. In 
1856 Samue] and Elizabeth Damron deeded land to Jacob D. Farrar. Samuel Damron 
was a son of Dunmore and Martha (Cox) Damron, and Sarah Ann who married Jacob D. 
Farrar was Samuel’s daughter. 


These circumstantial links to the sons of Michael Damron lead me suspect 
that the mother of William R. Damron may have been a sister to Michael. It has 
been suggested that Mary, wife of John Staton, was a sister to Michael Damron 
(see vol. 9 of the newsletter). The fact that the will of John Staton, written 
in 1789, named 9 children probably indicates that John and Mary married before 
William R. Damron was born in 1773. I do not think that Mary Staton was the 
mother of William R. Damron, 


JSULIA DAMERON 


In 1987 the Alumni News, a publication of the Alumni Association of The 
University of North Carolina at Greensboro, celebrated its 75th year by looking 
back at its beginning in 1912 as a quarterly called Alumnae News. The following
